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QUEEN VICTORIA IN BERLIN 


A CORDIAL WELCOME TO THE 
ENGLISH SOVEREIGN. 
HER MAJESTY VISITS THE KAISER, THE 
DOWAGER EMPRESS, AND THE CROWN 
PRINCESS—A DRIVE IN THE RAIN.

Lonpvox, April 24.—Our Berlin corre- 
spondent wires an account of Queen Victoria’s 
arlival at that capital to-day, an event which is 
doubly historic, as it is the first time she has 
been there since she ascended the British 
throne. The special train arrived punctually at 
8:45 o’clock at the Charlottenburg station, 
which is a seven-minnutes’ drive from the castle. 
Owing to the early hour of her Majesty’s ar- 
rival and the distance from Berlin, there was 
not a very large crowd waiting at the station to 
welcome her. Perbaps 700 people were there, 
and thers were 1,000 more near the palace. 
Only a few persons were allowed on the sta- 
tion platform, which had been decorated 
with flags and shields, the British arms, 
and the motto garter. <A carpet had been 
laid and shrubs arranged at the foot 
of the stairs. Most of the inner circle of the 
German imperial family were in waiting at the 
station. The Empress Lad driven with her 
three daughters in an open carriage from the 
eastle. The latter remained below the rest of 
the family on the platform. On the arrival of 
the train Crown Prince William entered the 
Queenu’s carriage, kissed her hand, and was 
kissed by her on both gheeks. He was 
followed by Prince Henry, his_ sisters, 
and Prince Bernard of saxe-Meiningen. 
After the greetings were over, the Queen, 
leaning on the arm of the Crown Prince, 
alighted from her carriage, bowing to the per 
sons on the platform, including the British 
Embassy. Count Secondorff, the head of the 
Empress’s household, now approached, kissed 
her Majesty’s hands, and escorted her, still 
leaning on the arm of the Crown Prince and fol- 
lowed by other illustrious personages, down 
stairs, where the Empress awaited her mother. 
The carriages started for the Schloss amid the 
respectful salutations of the crowd. By the 
Queen's request there was no guard of honor, 
but Wilbelmsplatz, fronting the castie, was 
lived for some distance by cuirassiers, who 
looked very striking in their white uniforms 
with big eagles on their helmets. Another line 
of Gragoons with black plumes was ranged 
with their backs to the palace. 

The carriages arrived at the palace soon after 
go’clock. First came an open carriage, drawn 
by four cream-colured hurses, with postilions 
and outriders, aud contaiaing the Queen, look- 
ing very fresh and rosy, with the Empress on 
her left and on the opposite seat Princess Bea- 
trice and Crown Prince William, the latter fac- 
Ing his grandmother. The spectators did not 
cheer, but bowed with the utmost respect. The 
Queen and the others bowed repeatedly in re- 
turn. In the next carriage were the three 
young Princesses and Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, who looked somewhat un- 
easy, nut taking the salutations as 
meant for him, and not raising his hat. 
Tne Princa of Saxe-Meiningen and _ the 
Duke of Rutiand and suite came in the other 
carmages. The cortége did not enter the castle 
by the main entrance uwing to a desire not to 
disturb the Kaiser, but by the north wing, which 
is nearer the Queen’s apartments. Both the 
Gueen anc the Empress looked very well, and 
eveu cheerful, perhaps because the Emperor 
had had an exceptionally good night. A Ger- 
man officer expressed the general feeling of sur- 
prise at the Queen’s activity and appeurance of 
juveullity when he said she jumped out of th: 
carriage like an india rubber Dall. It is re- 
potted that there was an extremely affecting 
scene when the Queen met the Kuiser, but of 
this notning definite is known. 

The Queen and the Empress, 
carriage drawn by four’ horses, with 
posulions and a Highlander on the box 
behind, drove into Berlin at 4 o’clock. The 
whole of Unter den Linden was lined with 
spectators who gave & silemt but clearly sym- 
pathetic reception. Botb ladies at the outset 
seemed tu huve tears in their eyes. They staid 
35 minutes with the Dowager Empress Augusta 
at the Kaiser’s palace. In the meantime a 
storio of thunder and heavy rain had set in, so 
that when they came out the carriage was 
clesed; but the Queen gave elaphatic orders 
thut the windews be opened. This seemed to 
please the crowd and their Majesties drove off 
amid hearty and repeated cheering to the 
Schloss acruss the bridge, where they paid a visit 
of three-quarters of an hour to the Crown Prin- 
cess. When they drove back along the north 
side of Unter den Linden the rain was falling 
smartly aud the struggle of the spectators to 
show their loyalty anc keep hold of their um- 
brellas was go comic that both ladies laughed 
heartily, and this iaanifestation of wirth was 
felt to be a welcome sight in Berlin, where 
solemnity has been the rule so leng. 

There is much satisfaction that the Queen was 
80 Well received, but there was a notable ab- 
sence of the high and military classes un the 
street. To-morrow morning the Queen is to re- 
ceive Prince Bismarck and the British Ambassa- 
Gor. In the afternoon she Will visit the English 
church and take tea at the Embassy. 

The long publication in London to-night of the 
letters in the ccutroversy between Dr. Macken- 
zie and Charles Lowe, the Berlin correspondent 
o. the Lendon Jimes, creates a painful impress- 
sion. Iskould not be surprised if Dr. Macken- 
zie reaped a bitter’ harvest out of the thing 
which 1s merely one episode in his fovlish, ego- 
tistical treatment of journalists. 
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TEE KAISER’S CONDITION. 
MUCH BETTER DURING THE DAY, BUT 
WORSE TOWARD MIDNIGHT. 

BERLIN, April 25.—The Emperor’s fever 
jucreased toward midnight. His condition 
causes alarm. 

BERLIN, April 24.—This morning’s pbulle- 
tinsays: “Tie Emperor passed a very good 
pight. His fever this morning is guite insigaiti-” 

’ Cant and his general cunditisn somewhat better. 

A bulletin issued at 7:40 P. M. says the Eui- 
peror became feverish Curing the afternoon, but 
that the fever abated somewhat tuward even- 
ing and his general condition is comparatively 
Satisfactory. . 

The North German Gazetle says that the Em- 
perez s fever increased yesterday toward sven- 
ing and that the discharge ef pus continued in 
Bh moderate degree, Tho Empercr’s foud is very 
vareiuily selected. It consists of various kinds 
wf meats, light vegetables, milk with rape 
wgar, aud white bread. Care is taken that he 
shall not take moc» than he is able easily to 
figest. Swallowing causes him no inconven- 
ence. 

The North German Gazette also says that the 
Emperor's condition shows clearly a perceptible 
tendency toward a slowly pregressive improve- 
ment. His fever bas diminished regularly dur- 

‘ing the last few days. His temperature to-day 


was 38° Celsius. His physicians hope for a 
further ahateweutin view of the receut symp- 
toms developed, and they find especial reasun 
for hope in the return of his appeute. The fact 
that the Einperor has hitherto taken a fair quan- 
tity of nourishment is svlely due to the urgent 
recommendation of bis physiciaus. Good results 
foliowed the observauces; Of their advice and 
his Majesty's present disposition to take solic 
food is a satisfactery symptom. But, says the 
Paper, it is uecessary te exercise Caution in pra- 
DwuLcivg jutgmeni ic the preseut aspact of the 
case. Ihe Emyeror shuwed some emotion on 
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receiving Queen Victoria to-day, but he appar- 
ently suffers no ill effects from the leeting. 
The Queen expressed surprise that the Emperur 
was go little changed, especially in view of the 
accounts that have reached her lately. 

Dr. Mackenzie has declared his intention of 
prosecuting the journals which have calum- 
niated him. 

The North German Gazetle, referring to the 
visit of the Queen of England, says her Majesty 
willbe welcomed by the whole population ef 
Germany, and, above all, by the inhabitants of 
Berlin, with the veneration and sympathy so 
justly due one who has for many years ruled a 
friendly State and who is the mother of our Em- 
press. All German hearts will thankfully accept 
as @ token of the Queen’s deep sympathy for the 
fate of our reigning house the fact that she 
comes to the sick bed of our beloved Emperor 
and personally shares tbe deep aftiliction and 
great anxiety with which we are filled to-day. 
May she be enabled to bring comfort and hope, 
and when she departs from Germany to take 
with her the assurance that the sympathy she 
has displayed will always be kept in grateful 
remembrance here. 


Lonpon, April 24.—The St. James’s Ga- 
zelle publisnes some correspondence that has 
passed between Mr. Lowe, the Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Lundon Jimes, ana Dr. 
Mackenzie regarding certain dispatches sent by 
Mr. Lowe to tiie 7Zivies attackiug Dr. Mackenzie. 
Mr. Lowe wrote to Dr. Mackenzie inclosiug a 
duplicate of his telegram to the Jimes contain- 
ing the Cologne Gazelle’s attack on the English 
doctor, and stating that he shuould have pre- 
terred to consult with Dr. Mackenzie before for- 
warding the dispatch to his paper regarding the 
accuracy of the Gazelle’s statemeuts, but he had 
been deprived of the meaus of rendering such 
services. He offered to place hitwself at the dis- 

osalot Dr. Mackenzie and Dr. Hovell. Dr. Mac- 
renzie in his reply accuses Mr. Lowe of syste- 
watically depreviating bim and Dr. Hovell iu the 
times, of quoting attacks upon them by the hos- 
tile German press, and of ignoring corrections 
and favorable articles of Berlin journals, bis ob- 
ject being, Dr. Mackenzie declares, tu please the 
war party in Berlin. The doctoradds: ** When, 
contrary to your expectations, the royal patient 
became Emperor anid arrived at Charlottenburg, 
youthought it would suit you better to. be 
friendly with me ani wrote to ine offering con- 
gratulations and placing your services at my 
disposal. I declined to receive you and refused 
to yield to your flattery then as [I decline to 
yield to your threats now. Many friends in 
England and Germacy have written to me re- 
gretting that the “2:-es should be so unworthily 
represented here. [2ree with them.” 

Mr. Lowe, in auother letter reviewing tie 
statements of I’r, Muckenzie, says: ‘*‘lhe only 
occasion 1n W! °-.5 the Times was unworthily rep- 
resented in | criin was at the bezinning of No- 
vember last, wien I confidingliy reported the 
telegrams you sent me from San Remo, and 
which were in conflict with the bulletin you 
signed on Nov. 11.” Dr. Mackenzie in answer 
to this writes: “You were aware that Dr. 
Fiseher long attacked me privately and in the 
Cologne Gazelie anu ought tubave waited,to bear 
the other side. I am aware that for mouths you 
used the Sun Remo incident as a pretext for con- 
duct which was due to much less creditable 
causes. The telegram I sent you was identical 
with one I sent to another correspundent, who, 
however, was intellizent enough to understand 
it. Therefors his journal was not unworthily 
represented. Whether you used flattery or 
threats, what self-respect you retain is a matter 
of opinion.” 


THE BOULANGIST CRISIS. 
DISCUSSING THE MILITARY BILL—THE 
COUNT OF PARIS TALKS, 

Paris, April 24.—The Senate to-day dis- 
cussed the Military bill. M. de Freycinet de- 
fended the committee’s proposal to establisha 
three-years’ service as sufficient to provide 
enough soldiers for the defense of the country. 
Gen. Billot supported the proposal in its subtan- 
tial points, atthe same time. expressing confi- 
dence in the existing army. M. Buffet regretted 
that the Superior Council of War had not been 
consulted. He proposed that the question be 
referred back to the committee. This proposal 
was rejected. Marshal Canrobert criticised the 
‘three years’ service clauze as tending to pro- 
duce militia and not soldiers. 

The Committee on Revision of the Constitution 
has decided to hear M. Floquet’s views on the 


subject and to ask him when he will present the 
proposal, and what points 1¢ will specially eim- 
brace. 

At a recent gathering of his adherents the 
Comte te Paris suid: **The situation is a grave 
one and must be met with sung froid, for it was 
inevitable. As I predicted iu 1887, intestinal 
disputes have stricken wath powerlesspese the 
wasteful, persecuting Republican agovern- 
ment. It is discredited at home, and 
in Europe it bas no force. The 
radiealism heading aftair8 has disarranyged 
the country. Therecent striking utterances in 
tuvor of universal suffraue are thecry of France, 
weary of such a xtyle of Governiuent and yearn- 
ing for deliverance. The wonarchists have not 
waited for the present crisis in order to demand 
@ revision of the Constitution. I wyself in- 
scribed it on their programme. But 1t is my 
duty also to tell them that this movement will 
exhaust itselfin tutility, and that France will 
be led into the gravest dangers should she he- 
lieve thut the name alone, Whatever it may be. 
can eonstitute a settlewent. Te give the 
settlement of which she stands in need 
all Cunggrvatives should demand a revis- 
jon, not from divided assemblies, where they 
are in a minority, but from the country itself, 
consuited ina lawful manner. At the decisive 
bour it will be understood that this settlement 
wust bea monarchy, such as [ have defined, 
and to the restoratiun of which I dedicate all my 
efforts.”

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THE LONG TARIFF DEBATE 


NO LIMIT YET PLACED ON 
ITS DURATION. 
M'’MILLIN HAS A BOUT WITH 
JUDGE KELLEY — MR. ° BURROWS 
TALKS FOR THE PROTECTIONISTS. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—No agreement 
concerning the time for closing the general de- 
bate on the Tariff bill has yet been reached, and 
none seems likely to be made for some time to 
come. The Republicans still insist upon hav- 
ing all the time they choose to occupy, and 
the debate was resumed to-day in a happy- 
go-lucky sort of fashion so far as time is con- 
cerned on the part of the Democrats. The only 
definite idea which the majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee now seem to possess is 
to force the speech-making along as fast as pos- 
sible, trusting in Providence to belp them reach 
a conclusion in time to do something with the 
bill befere the SthofJune. Despite this idea, 
however, Mr. Mills asked to havethe time limit of 
one hour taken off to-day, in favor of the 
speeches of Messrs. McMillin and Burrows, and 


each of these gentlemen took advantage of this 
tu talk for double the allotted time. When they 
had tinished, Mr. Mills sought to have a recess 
and an evening session in order that more 
speeches might be worked off to-night. A 
quoruin failed to vote on the question, and Mr. 
Mills gave up the attempt. Tnat the interest in 
the taritf debate has not lessened since the open- 
ing day was shown by the packed galleries and 
the presence of several Senators on the floor of 
the chamber, who listened with close attention 
while Mr. 
War taxes on the necessaries of life and Mr. 
Burrows pleaded for a retention of higb customs 
duties and the wiping out of taxes on whisky 
and tobacco. Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland 
heard the whole of Mr. McMillin’s speech and a 
part of Mr. Burrows’s. 

Mr. MeMillin opened his speech with the dec- 
laration that next in importance to the question 
of personal liberty was the question of how and 
how much the people shall be taxed. As it per- 
tained tu taxation it was ro new question, but 
was with us in the beginning of our Govern- 
ment and would be witb us to its close. He who 
advocated the present tariff favored a taritf not 
for revenue, not for protection merely, but a 
tariff forsurplusand a tarifffor trusts. Wewere 
confronted with au anomalous state of affairs. 
We haa about $140,000,000, or $2 50 for every 
inhabitant. What wastbe cause of tlits over- 
tlowing Treasury? What was the cause of this 
accumulation beside which that of all other 
countries sinks into insignificance? What was 
the cause of hoarding in the Treasury at Wasb- 
ington More money than was gathered into the 
treasury of any monarchy, kingdom, or despot- 
isim underthe sunt? The auswer to all these 
questions was, the people have been taxed 
beyond the reasonable demands of tne Govern- 
ment. Robbery of them under the forms of 
law had been perpetrated, and to-day they 
stand moneyless—the tax  gatherer still 
staring them im the face—and demand- 
ing relief at the hands of Congress. 
We are drawing money from commerce and 
locking it up in the Treasury at such a rate that 
itis only a question of time when stringency 
will set in, panics begin, and ruin follow. We 
are robbing not only commerce of its life blood, 
but the people of the weans of paying their 
taxes to their Governments—iounieipal, county, 
State, and Federal—and their debts to their 
creditors, All sorts of jobs are proposed 
to Congress, and all sorts of jobbers are 
flocking here. There is nothing con- 
ceivuble more corrupting to government 
than a pletboric treasury. It revives stale de- 
mands, it encourages the prosecution of mat- 
ters long since set at rest. Quoting from what 
he termed the able and characteristic speech or 
the gentleman from Penusylvania, (Kelley,) de- 
wanding a total repeal of the internal revenue 
system, be declared thatthe Republican Party 
was responsibie for that system, und commented 
on the fact that when that gentleman was Chair- 
man of ths Ways and Means Committee he did 
not repeal internal revenue taxation. 

Mr. Kelley admitted that the Democratile 
Party had not enacted the law, but declared that 
it had made it necessary for the Republican 
Party, Which remained in Congress during the 
war, to provide the sinews for that war, and 
thus forced that party to resort to internal taxes 
aud all the hardships resulting from them. 

Mr. McMilia reptied that the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania not only inaugurated the internal 
taxes of which he complained, but he put a tax 
ou railroads and tncomés and the capital and 
deposits of banks. But these latter bad been 
removed and those which the gentleman said 
worked hardships bad never been removed. 
The gentleman bad not done the very thing 
which he said the Democratic Party was respon- 
sible for not doing. He (McMillin) rewembered 
tue gentleman coming before the House and 
saying that be fuvored the repeal of the system, 
but that his caucus had determined utherwise, 
and he bad bowed his neck tu the yoke. [Ap- 
plause on the Democratic side. } 

Mr. Kcelley—Has not that been been done now 
by your Democratic caucus? [Applause on the 
Republican side. } 

Mr. McMillin--Why coes not the gentleman 
i asubstitute now which does repeal the 
tax 

Mr. Kelley—When we come to amendments 
you will tiud that I wiil offer one and wake you 
vote on it. 

Mr. MceMillin—Does your party favor a total 
repeal of the internal revenue system ? 

Mr. Kelley—I speak for wyseif. 

Mr. McMiilin stated that $60,000,000 was 
annually received from internal taxes. Lf those 
taxes Were removed where did the gentleman 
trum Penusylvania propose to get the revenue ? 
Did he propuse te replace the tax on tea and 
cotles 2 ' 

Mr. Kelley—No. 
Mr. MceMilliun—You have not the courage to do 
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it. 

Mr. Kelley—Would the revenues of the Goy- 
ernmeut be evdangered by repealing the 
tobacco tax, including $12,000,000 derived 
from cheroots aud cigarettes ? ‘ 

Mr. MeMillin—They would not be endangered. 
Yesterday there wus presented to the Sevate a 
peuition of 70 ministers of the Gospel between 
300 aud 400 teachers, aud 120 physicians of this 
city in favor of enacting laws in tbe District of 
Co.umbia which would prevent the sale of cle- 
routs and cigarettes to children under 16, 

Mr. Kelley—[ would vote fur 1t. 

Mr. MeMillen—Youu would vote fer it and at 
the same time you would vote to give them 
cheaper cherouts and cigarettes. [Lauguter and 
applause vo the Democratic side. } 

Iu toucuing upon the decay of our foreign 
commerce und attributing it tu a higb tarift, Mr. 
McMillin was interrupted by Mr. Dingley of 
Maine with the question whetuer that commerce 
had not fallen off from 1855 to 1861, prior to 
the enactment of the high tariff. 

Mr. McMillin admitted that there had been a 
falling off, but he declared that, owing to the 
present high tariff, the commerce had fallen 
into a state of utter decay. He iaquired whether 
Mr. Dingiey favored a policy which permitted 
the United States to seize the ship of a citizen if 
tuat ship was bought abroad and brought intoa 
home port, 

Mr. Dinglep replied that he favored the policy 
established by Washington of contining Ameri- 
cau registries to vessels built im this country. 
[Applause ou Republican side. ] 

Mr. McMillin suggested that the gentleman de- 
clined by statute to allow a citizen to buy a ship 
abroad, or by other statutes known as high 
tari laws to allow him to build them at howe. 

In the further course of his speech Mr. McMil- 
lin referred to James Russell Luwell as a dis- 
tinguished member of the Republican Party, a 
refereuce Which was received with derisive 
laughter froin the Republican side. Mr. Mc- 
Millin remarked tnat Mr. Lowell had been the 
representative of the last Administration to the 
Cuurt of St. James. * Benedict Arnold was a 
Major-General iu the Continental Army,” was 
Mr. Kelley’s comment.

A BLAINE CONVENTION. 


THE REPUBLICANS OF TEXAS FOR THE 
MAN FROM MAINE. 

Fort Wortg, Texas, April 24.—The 
Texas State Republican Convention was called 
to order by J. B. Rector of Austin, Chairman of 
the State Executive Committee, at noon to-day. 
The Opera House had been tastefully decorated 
with flowers and Republican mottoes. Conspic- 
uous among the mottoes on the banners were 
the following: ‘Way Sacrifice the Wool Inter- 


est?” ‘Democratic Reformers—Tate of Ken- 
tucky, and Polk of Tennessee,” calling atten- 
tion to the fact of the defalcation of these two 
State Treasurers. Major H. 8, Broiles welcomed 
the delegates to Fort Worth. His address was 
responded to by Chairman Rector, who referred 
to the outragesin Washington County, and to 
the recent murderain Wharton County, which 
crimes he laid at the door of the Democratic 
Party. He said it made no difference whether 
Blaine or Sherman was nominated at Chicago; 
the nominee would be clected. 

Dr. A. M. Cochran of Dallas wag elected tem- 
porary Chairman by acclamation. He said that 
this was uotan anti or probibition convention. 
He was opposed to hampering the Republican 
Party with any such issue. A committee of oue 
from each Congressional District was appointed 
on credentials. The committee reported in 
favor of seating the sitting delegation from 
Galvestonand Harris Counties N. W. Cuney, a 
well-known colored man and member of the Na- 
tional Republican Executive Committee from 
Texas, heads the Galveston delegation which 
was seated by the convention. A spiriied debate 
arose over the contest from Harris County and 
the convention was in a great uproar, necessi- 
tating the appointing of two Sergeants-at-Arins, 
The report of the committees was finally adopted, 
and Gen. W. T. Clark of Denver, rormerly mem- 
ber of Congress from the Galveston district, ad- 
dressed the convention, which adjourned at a 
iate hour to meet at 10 o’clock to-morrow. 

This isa Blaine convention. A numberof the 
delecates are Sherman men, but they dare not 
show their colors, owing to the preponderauce 
of the Blaine element. 

Two districts elected delegates to the National 
Convention to-day—the First and the Tenth. 
From the First Distriet H. D. Johnson of Hous- 
ton and James Houston of Huntsville were 
elected, both colored men. Tne Tenth Dis- 
trict elected J. C. Degress of Austin and E, 
H. Terrell of San Antonio. The colored dele- 
gates, Jounson and Huuston, are pronounced 
Blaine wen. Degress ts for Sherman and Ter- 
rellis for Gresham. The other districts elect 
their delegates to-morrow. 


THE OARNEGIE STRIKE. 


RESUMPTION OF WORK PROGRESSING— 
THE OLD MEN STILL HOLD OUT. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 24.—The re- 
sumption of the work at the Edgar Thomson 
Steel Mill is progressing quietly. There were 
comparatively few men on the main street of 
Braddock to-day,but there wasfan increased num- 
ber Going something at the big plant just out- 
side the borough line. Superintendent Jones 


Was seen this afvernoon in the bleoming mill, 
the machinery of which was in operation. “I 
have wade a tour of rhe works,” said he, ‘* and 
the situation 15 as satisfactory as I could de- 
sire. We have ail the men we re- 
quire at the present time, and I think 
the Knights of Braddock realize that fact now. 
Some of the men who went out yesterday are 
back again to-day, and we are now in cxcellent 
shape, 

*“[ am perfectly satisfied,” continued he, 
“with the prospect. [do not apprehend any 
trouble, and ia point of fact, uever apprehended 
any. In calling upon the Sheriif and securing 
the presence of the Pinkerton men we simply 
toox what we. considered precautionary 
TMoeasures.” Jameson said: “You know that 
danger was to be upprehended from the 
Huns. Now, we looked upon this as a covert 
threat, and so engaged ina little precaution to 
be on the safe side in case such precaution 
should turn out to bave deen necessary. We 
don’t fear any violence frum the Huns. Why 
should we when we have 300 of them 
working for us? You can see for your- 
self how quietly and  uninterruptediy 
everything is going. It las been so since the 
start. There hus at no time been-any call for 
the sensational stories that have daily been set 
afloat. We stail have no trouble what- 
ever in yetting our works in operation. 
We prefer to have them operated by our 
old wen, but if our old hands do 
not care tu resume tieir places, we must secure 
new wen, and that we cau do withuut difi- 
culty.” 

In and about the works there was an entire 
abseace of any excitement. “he 700 wen em- 
ployed in the monster works were scattered 
amung the Many departments, engazed 
principally in “cleaning up” and = getting 
the mills and machinery ready to start up in 
dead earnest. Three or four locomotives were 
shifting carloads of pig metal from remote to 
near points in the yard. The tracks cross the 
township road, and these shifting engines and 
their crews crossed und recrossed that town- 
ship road without molestation or without be- 
eoming the object of friendly solicitation 
even from those who are striking so quickly, 
and yet so determinedly, to prevent a resump- 
tien of work. 

Gangs of mep here and there along the road- 
side were euiployed in handling pig metal, and 
these men, tov, Were Wiolly uninterfered with, 
though the striking unemployed passed to and 
fro in knots of from three to a dozen. 


A BIG BUCKET SHOP FAILS. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—The Keystone 
Investment Company, after a brief history of a 
few weeks, has suspended payment. The lia- 
bilities are placed at $20,000. No figures on the 


assets are given. The company was organized 
March 8 under the laws of New-Jersey at a cap- 
italization of $200,000, paid in $20,000, and 
was incorporated Aprill. Thecompsny had the 
iinitmum number of stoekholders allowed by 
the laws of New-Jersey, and they were Frank 
Brown, Ralph Kendall, and W. A.Conn. Mr. 
Kendall was President ef the company, and Mr. 
Brown, who ‘is understeod tu bave been the 
real heart of the concern, was Secretary. 
The company was a big “bucket shop” 
and acted as a  ~backer for about 20 
stock-jobbing establishinents in this city and 
in Trenton, Reading, Wilmington, Del.; Balti- 
more, and Washington, and other points in the 
States of Penusylvania and New-Jersey. It is 
said the company was “short” of the market 
and had sustained losses by filling orders, losing 
about $9,000 in a Chicago wheat deal, $1,000 
through two local customers, and about $1,500 
through the advauce on pork and lard in the 
local market. The company calls itself a ‘**Clear- 
ing House for brokerage business,” and is the 
first of the kind ever sturted iu thecity. It was 
net countenanced by the Stock Exchange, and 
transacted its business indepeddently of that 
association.

SENATOR QUAY GETS AHEAD 
OF SENAIOR CAMERON. 
THE QUAY PARTY REDUCE THE CAMER- 
ONITES TO SUBMISSION—COOPER WILL 

RETIRE NEXT JANUARY. 


HarRrRisBurG, April 24.—At a State Con- 
vention to nominate delegates at large for the 
Natiopal Convention one naturally looks first to 
discover whom the State 1s for for President. It 
isnot usually a difficult thing to find out the 
preference of the State or what the State 
expects of its leading delegates, select- 
ed to represent the quality as well 
as the power of the party. But here is the best 
partof the State Convention of Pennsylvania, 
consisting of 204 delegates, with several 
times as many alternates and disconnected 
lookers-on, thronging the hotels and growing 
more and more excited every hour about the 
election of a new Chairman for the State Com- 
mittee. Nota word about the Presidency, not a 
suggestion about preparing a _ platform 
that may arrest the attention of the 
country by some newer or stronger pres- 
entation of principles, but an absorbing 
and even acrimonious struggle between two 
men to see which shall be executive ofiicer in the 
next campaign, The Keystone State, the boast- 
ed stronghold of Blaine, iu which any Republic- 
an candidate ought to be sure of 30,000 majori- 
ty, 18 moved profoundly, not by a question of 
national importance, but by a personal strife 


between ‘*Boss” Cooper, the present Chairman 
of the State Committee, and Andrews, the man 
wan hopes to become “boss” by the vote of the 
convention, 

The convention is to meet to-morrow at 11 
o’clock. The work for it ought not to take long. 
It is to choose candidates for Supreme Court 
Judge, four delegates at. large to the National 
Convention,four alternates at large,two Electors 
at Large, and a Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, who is selected by the State Convention in- 
stead of beiugelected by the State Committee 
after that body is chusen. The selection of 
Chairman of the State Committee has usu- 
ally been the matter of the least importance; 
now it is the question of chief concern. 
Thomas VY. Cooper, the present Chairman, and 
a candidate for re-election, has been Chairman 
for eight years. He cameoin atthe beginning of 
the campaign of 1880, and has managed all the 
campaigns since. There is no complaint that 
“Boss” Cooper has permitted the Repub- 
licans to be defeated. There is no 
high-spirited outcry against him for 
having been too rank a partisan or for having 
been too subservient as a member of the Lezis- 
lature when corporation interests demanded 
protection. The generai objections to him by 
the men who are opposed to him is that ne has 
absolutely ‘“‘run”’ the politics of the State, taking 
the State Comunittes into his confidenbe ouly 
when necessity compelled or conveniently 
sulted; that he has been Chairman lony enough, 
and that there ought to be a change. The 
objections to Mr. Cooper strike one as of 
Siuall consequence and as _insufticient 
to justify an oppoeition to him in a convention 
that has no objection to machine men or ma- 
chine wethods. Opposed to Mr. Cooper is Mr. 
W. H. Andrews of Crawford County. He is 
backed, it is understood, by the Standard Oil 
interest, and his affuirs here are in the care of 
Sevator Delamater. While Mr. Covoper was 
hesitating as to whether he would be a candidate 
tor re-election or not, Anirews and his friends 
carved the State into districts and conducted 
a “still hunt” for delegates. He comes to the 
convention with coutidence and the assertion 
that he has more thau a majority in his favor. 
Mr. Cooper says that he hus also more than a 
majority. Sevator Camerou, who came here 
yesterday, is for Couper and advises all bis 
triends tuvote forhim. Senutor Quay is here 
also, but he is silent. Still, he is never a neutral 
in # political coutest aud be 1s regarded as likely 
to help Cooper if he can without creating 
hostility tou himself. Senator Quay 1s the rising 
political power in the Republican Party of Penu- 
Sylvania, as Senator Cameron appesrs to be the 
waning power. The Quay ‘‘slate” for dele- 
gates at large it is positively declared 
by Quay’s friends will be chosen. That 
“slate” carries the names of Senators 
Matthew Quay, Gen. LD. H. Hastings, William R. 
Levis, aud Nelsou R. Reed. About the first 
turee there has been little dispute. Hastings is 
Adjutanut-General ou Gov. Beaver’s stath He. 
failed in an attempt to be elected district det®- 
gate, aud will go upon the delegation at large as 
the friend of Gov. Beaver. Leeds was defeated 
in the last Philadelphia city election as a candi- 
date for Sheriff. Reed ia wu pubiisher of a Pitis- 
burg paper. About the election of the latter 
there way be doubt. ‘* Chris” Magee, the

PaLaTKA, Fla., April 24.—At 7:10 o’clock 
this evening the hard-worked delegates of the 
Republican State Convention took a rest until 9 
o’clock. They hud had two sessions, and though 
talk had been plentiful yet the results were 
slight. Early this morning the President mak- 
ers (some way removed) began arriving by 
trains and boats, and at noon, when the conven- 
tion was called to order in the spacious Opera 
House by Gen, William M. Ledwith, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee, nearly every dele- 
gate wasin his seat. Gen. Ledwith read the 


call, prefacing it with a speech regarding the 
work and record of the “Grand Old Party’ and 
of the fight beforethem. Senator Martin, one of 
the brightest colored men in the State, was 
elected temporary Chairman, and theu the con- 
vention aijourned for two hours. 

At 4 o’clock it recouvened, and a permanent 
organization was made. uite a eontest was 
mude over the Chairmanship, but finally the 
Hon. H. Bisbee, Jr., formerly Representative 
from the Second District was elected by accla- 
mation. The Sherman men cheered themselves 
hoarse at this, as it indicated a victory for their 
favorite. After this over an hour was con- 
sumed in routine work, some of it bring- 
ing forth enthusiastic speeches from the 
Geiegates in relation to their standard 
Wearers. The names of Depew, Allison, 
Harrison, and Blaine’ evoked thunders 
of applause. Finally the nominations were 
Treached.. Scores of names were given for the 
four delegates at large, and the supply seemed 
inexhaustible. After two hours’ wrestling with 
this yuestion they succeeded in electing Gen. 
Ledwith of Jacksonvile, Duval County, by ac- 
clamation, and as he is a Blaine man, the 
Plumed Knight’s friends had a circus. Theother 
three district delegates elected were Euward 
$. Gunby of Orlanda, Orange County; Samuel 
Petty. (colored,) fernandina, Nassau County, 
and J. W. Mitchell, (colored,) Tallahassee, Leon 
County. 

The delegates are all enthusiastic and feel 
the greatest contidence in the result of the 
coming contest. Sherman has a large fol- 
lowing. Olio’s favorite son has a Wash- 
Ington bureau, aud sits effect was 
plainly seen in to-day's contest. The delegates, 
while generally non-comwittal about Blaine, 
seem to regard the latter’s withdrawal as con- 
clusive, and appear to favor Sherman. Men 
who were euthusiastic over Blaine last 
year are now talking of Sherman and bis 
Strength. Harrison and Allison have good fol- 
lowings too, but Gresham seems to have few 
friends.

He was bere ostensibly on business, and found 
@ partner in the person of Mr. White, at one 
time agent for White & Co., an American patent 
medicine tirm. The two carried on business un- 
der the style of “The New-York Toilet Supply 
Company,” supplying offices with toilet neces- 
saries, clean towels. &¢c., at a cost of 25 
cents per week. The venture promised well, 
and had received the patronage of some leading 
houses, but this morning he was arrested in 
Frank Labelle’s restauraut, Bleury-street. 
When Taylor found the affair could vot be set- 
tled he admitted the forgery to the High Con- 
Stable. The officers went to the prisoner's 
boarding house, 4942 Anderson-street, where 
his room was searched. A cabinet photograph 
Wus secured; a tine gold watch, pocketbooks, 
and articles of personal adorument were also 
taken in charge. Taylor will be examined be- 
fore Judge Dugas, Extradition Comunissioner, 
to-morrow. ‘The extradition is asked for on the 
eround of forgery. as embezzlement is not an 
extraditable offense. Taylor has a child now tn 
New-York, but his wife is dead. He is about 24 
years of uge and beluw the average height. 


A LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT. 

Boston, Mass., April 24.—The letter from 
President Cleveland to United States District 
Attorney Galvin in relation to the importation 
of foreigners into these ports is in violation of 
the contract labor law, as follows: 


To the Hon. O. A. Galvin, United States District 
Aliorney, Boston, Mass. : 

DEAR Sik: Information has reached the Treas- 
ury Department that a large number of fureign- 
ers have been brought into Massachusetts under 
Violation of the contract labor law, for the pur- 
pose of manning American fishing vessels senltout 
from the ports of Gloucester, Boston, and Beverly 
tor the purpose of taking fisn along the Canadian 
coast. It seems to me quite certain that such 
foreigners, aliens, have been bruught in by 
parties in direct viviatiou of the statute cover- 
ing such cases, aud [ believe tnat the im- 
portation of such foreigners tends to the 
displacement of American laber. I am aware 
that mauy of these persons have, through the 
care of the officials, been returned to the country 
from which they came I, therefore, enjoin on 
you the duty of a promptinvestigation of thess 
cases, and request that you conier with the 
Collectors of the ports of Buston and Gloucester, 
that prompt and effective measures way be 
taken. Tko department bas ordered that 
special agents be detailed who will report 
airectly to yuu, and if you require any further 
aasistance it will be given you upon application.

NO MORE ROME’S SERVANT 


RENOUNOING ALLEGIANCE TO 
THE POPE. 
MGR. LEON BOULAND TO JOIN THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH— 
HIS LETTER TO THE VATICAN. 


It will be announced in The Churchman 
to-day that a distinguished priest, the Right 
Rev. Leon Bouland, has just renounced his alle- 
giance to the Roman hierarchy and applied for 
adtission to the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

He is a Frenchman and about 40 years of 
age. He was graduated in early life with the 
highest honors, and studied for the priesthood 
under the personal direction of Cardinal Lani- 
gérie, Archbishop of Algiers and Primate of 
Africa. In 1881 Mgr. Bouland received the 
honérary appointment of Canon of 8t. Michael 
the Archangel, Rome, and in 1882 that of Presi- 
dent General of the Society of the Avocats de 
St. Pierre, in North America In the 
same year he was made a member 
of the * Académie des Arcade,” in Romo; Canon 
of the Metropolitan Church of Rheims; Com- 
mander of the Order of the Holy Sepulchre and 
Private Chamberlain to Pope Leo XIII. In 
June, 1886, Mgr. Bouland was also appointed 
by the Pope General Director of the organiza- 
tion in North America of the Society of St. 
Peter’s Pence. He firat visited this country in 
1875 for the purpose of writing a history of the 
French in North America. This work is about 
ready for the press. Whilepreparing it he occu- 


pied himself with the pastoral charge of a 
French Roman Catholic church at Central Falls, 
R. I., and with the founding of another French 
church in Boston. He has traveled extensively 
in both hemispheres, from the north of Canada 
to Peru on the American Continent, and in most 
of the countries of Europe. 

The letter of Mgr. Bouland to the Popeis as 
follows: 

NEw-YORK, April 12, 18838. 

Most HOLY FATHER: I have the hovor to inform 
your Holiness that, from to-day, (my canvunical 
standing being perfectly regular and unquestioned.) 
I deliberately though sorrowfully separate myself 
from the Roman Church, for the following reasons: 

1. Doctrinvally, it is no longer possible for we te 
believe the teaching of the Syliahus, and the dogmus 
proclaimed at the last Vatican Council. 

2. Politically, I can no longer admit the preten- 
sions of Ultramontanism, claiming, as it dves, abso- 
lute authority, not only in matters religious, but 
alsoin matters scientific, philosophic, svcial, and 
political. Such pretensions history _— to be 
destructive of religion and public liberty. The 
Koman hierarchy constitutes in the United States 
(a country of which I am proud to be a citizeii) a 
danger ever on the increase. ‘lhis I have repeatedi- 
ly mentioned to your Holiness in the private audi- 
ences with which I have from tims to time been 
honored. In separating from the Church otf 
Rome, as did Saints Cyprian and Augustine, 
I do not sever myself from the Catholic 
Church, which they called the Radiz et Matrix of 
Rome herself. Happily among the Latiu churches 
there are those, like the Anglican Church, the 
Cnurch of Utrecht, and that of the Old Catholies, in 
which the Nicene Constitutious are still respected. 
In this great Republic, also, L tind a church truly 
apostolic and Nicene, wholly independent of the 
State. and which understands how to reconcile iu 
due proportion the rights that liberty cunfers with 
the duties which it imposes. In that church—to 
which I now declaremy adherence-—faith does not 
shut out reason or science, which, together with 
true religion, make intelligent Christians and en- 
lightened citizens, * * * 

In my native France, as your Moliness well 
knows, there are Latin Christiaus who still repre- 
sent the position of the Gallican Church in 1682, 
and I may see itto be my duty to identify myself 
with those who have not deserted the aucient Gal- 
lican standpoint of St. Louisand Bossuet. In that 
fairland republican government, which alone can 
satisfy the legitimate aspirations ot the people in 
our day, will uever be tirmly established, nor will 
the necessary reforms in the church be secured 
until the clergy burst their ultramuntane and mon- 
archial bonds and unite frankiy with the people in 
abolishing the Concordate and organizing a church 
truly national and Nicene like that ito the Uniced 
States of America, independent alike of the state 
and of Rome, 

My decision to withdraw from the Roman Church 
is nota tuought of recent origin. It is the mature 
result ot convictions forced upon me during my 
travels in both hemispheres, and of my study lor 10 
years of tne chief religious and sovial questions 
which agitate our time—questions to wiich the 
Christian fathers furnish solutions wholly at va- 
riance with the Syllabus and the policy of the Ultra- 
moutane Court. Should your Holiness wish me to 
explain my views more fully [ shall be happy Ww re- 
ceive instructions to that effect. 

Condescend, Most Holy Father. to accept anew 
the assurance of my profound respect.

A TIMES reporter called upon the Rev. G. 
Monroe Royce at the see House, ir Lafayette- 
place, yesterday and was shown a certitied copy 
of the letter. It contained the signatures of sev- 
eral witnesses which it had been decided not to 
make public. On the day the letier was writteu 
it was nailed to the Pope, and he is expected to 
receive it to-day. According to Mr, Ruyce Mgr. 
Bouland came to the city about two months ago 
and called upon the Rey. Dr. Abrigh-Mackay, 
Rector of an English church in Puris, 
who came here on behalf of the old 
Catholic movement. They met and had 
a prolonged iuterview. Mgr. Bouland made a 
proposition to submit his papers fur inspection, 
which was accepted. They were duly examined 
by the Rev. Mr. Royce and the Rev. Dr. Abriza- 
Mackay, and a report was made to Bishop Frot- 
ter.

The Senate did not arrive at any conclu- 
sion on the International Copyright bill 
yesterday, but itis to be hoped that it will 
go througk to-day, and without amend- 
ment. Whatever maybe the view of the 
Senators who ars suggesting changes, those 
of them who really desire some read- 
justment of the present barbarous system 
must see that any changes only im- 
peril that object. Mr: Brcx’s notion that 
the bill does not come up to his standard of 
free trade is natural to so zealous and un- 
compromising a champion of that cause as 
heis But he should remember that the 
free importation of books and the granting 
of a substantial copyright to foreign 
authors inreturn fora like copyright for 
American authors are matters quite distinct. 
There is no reason in refusing the latter 
because the former cannot be obtained, nor 
any for trying to mix the two things in 
this bill. The billreported by Mr. CHACE’s 
committee meets. the views of all the 
interests concerned.’ It is by no means a 
perfect measure, hut it-is a practical one, 
and it is far better than none atall. It 
ought to be passed. 





The only serious contest that was thought 
likely to disturb the Republican Conven- 
tion of Pennsylvania was settled by a cau- 
cus last evening. This contest was for tho 
Chairmanship of the State Committee. Mr. 
Troomas V. CooPER has held that position 
for eight years, during which time he has 
established himself as “boss” of a party 
machine that is accustomed to  au- 
tocratic sway. He expected to be 
continued in this position of power, but 
a tival appeared who conducted a “still 
hunt” during the election of delegates 
to the State Convention, and CooPER found 
himself confronted by a formidable opposi- 
tion and the prospect of a contest which 
absorbed the attention of delegates more 

han the great issues which are supposed to 
be involved in the opening of a national 
campaign. Cooper had the backing of 
Senator CAMERON, while his rival, Mr. 
ANDREWS, was favored by Quay. The 
caucus compromised tho matter by de- 
eiding upon ANDREWS as Chairman of 
the State Committee for the year 1889 
end continuing CooPer in his position 
through the coming campaign, but itisa 
compromise which is regarded as a defeat 
of CoorER and CAMERON and an evidence 
of the growing ascendency of Quay. The 
settlement of this contest is taken as in 
effect determining the whole action of to- 
day’s convention, the principal business of 
which is to nominate a candidate for Judge 
pf the Supreme Court and choose delegates 
at large to the NationalConvention. QUAY 
is expected to head the delegation and to 
have associates agreeable to himself.

made compulsory, and this meddling with 
bank, business does not help if in the least. 
It causes inconvenience and annoyance to 
the business community and that is all that 
it accomplishes, 


The passage by the Assembly of the bill 
to fix the charges of grain elevators was, of 
course, a piece of demagogy. It seems to 
be true that the business of handling grain 
at Buffalo has been “ pooled,” and is more 
or less inthe nature of amonopoly, This 
fact, however, would not justify the Leg- 
islature in interfering to regulate the price 
any more thanin any other business. The 
case is not at all parallel with that 
of railroads, which are subject to public 
regulation because they owe their existence 
to the employment in their behalf of the 
right of eminent domain. It is hard to seo 
why the State should fix the charges of 
owners of elevators any more than of gro- 
cers. If the elevators are to be considered 
as part of the canal, the State may acquire 
them and fix the charges to suit itself, 
but it is very doubtful whether it can 
constitutionally compel private owners 
to accept its charges. All argument 
is futile in the Legislature, however, when 
once it comes to be believed that ‘‘ Labor” 
is interested in the pending question. 
When it was announced that the bill was 
‘*supported by 20,000 canal boatmen” and 
resisted only by the men whose property it 
was proposed to take without their consent, 
it passed by such a majority that only 
twenty-one legislators showed courage and 
decency enough to be recorded in the 
minority. 


Premier FLOQUET has certainly appeared 
to advantage during the sharp debates of 
the last few days in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and has shown that he has not been 
rattled by the Boulanger scare. In Thurs- 
day’s great discussion upon the vote of confi- 
dence he attacked with splendid effect 
Bonapartists and Boulangerists alike, while 
half Paris was astir outside to ‘see BOULAN- 
GER take his seat.” Huiscooireply to M. DE 
CASSAGNAC of the Right that he considered 
“the presentcircumstances less perilousthan 
they have been represented,” coupled with 
an instant turn to the Left and Centre de- 
claring that nevertheless the situation was 
serious enough to demand an expression of 
entire confidence, and not merely the boon 
of ‘* prayers for the condemned,” seems to 
have electrified the Chamber. His speech 
was full of points, as when he declared that 
the republic wanted neither anarchy nor a 
dictator, and that the Government would 
defend it against every pretender, 
“whether representing the monarchy 
or emanating like an enigma from a 
plébiscite.”” The same uncompromising 
language, sharp retort, and pungent sayings 
marked FLoQuET’s part in Monday’s de- 
bate on the effort to rebuke him for having 
appointed DE FREYCINET, a civilian, as 
War Minister. To the charge that sucha 
choice, certainly unusual in modern days, 
was “revolutionary,” no reply could have 
been neater than that forcing a General 
into political agitations was what was 
really revolutionary. His eloquent allu- 
sion to DE FREYCINET’S relations to GAM- 
BETTA was no less happy. Thursday’s vote 
of confidence, 379 to 177, and Monday’s,, 
377 to 175, were well earned by M. Fro- 
QUET. 





REPUBLICANS STILL IN DOUBT. 

The refusal of the Republican members of 
the Ways and Means Committee to agree to 
a reasonable limit to the general debate on 
the revenue reduction bill was to have been 
expected. Their refusal to submit volun- 
tarily to the holding of evening sessions for 
debate only was equally so, and the objec- 
tion of Mr. RreEp, their leader, to giving 
permission to members to print their re- 
marks inthe Record was in pursuance of 
the same policy, or want of policy. The 
Republican managers have a vague notion 
that they will be gaining something if they 
can put off a vote on the tariff reduction 
features of the bill until after the meeting 
of the Democratic National Convention, 
though it is difficult to see how that can do 
them any good. If they succeed, one of two 
courses only can be taken by the Dem- 
ocrats in convention. Either they can in- 
dorse the principle of the bill and the 
President’s message, or they can adopt some 
compromise. If they do the former, the 
majority in the House cannot refuse to ac- 
cept the bill, because it will have received 
the sanction of the very highest party 
authority, one far higher, for _ in- 
stance, than a mere caucus. The Re- 
publicans, in that case, will be in no dif- 
ferent or better situation than at present. 
If, on the other hand, the Democrats in 
convention cannot agree, and put some 
meaningless declaration in their resolutions 
—which is highly improbable—it will bs 
because the party is so divided that the 
majority in the House could be no more 
easily held together than the convention. 
The Republicans could readily test this by 
coming to a vote on the bill before the con- 
vention, and could gain all they have to 
gain from Democratic division in this way. 
Butif they are really convinced that the 
sentiment of the public is heartily against 
the Mills bill and the President’s policy, 
they should, to be consistent, help the 
Democrats to pass it in the House, and thusto 
make a distinct issue, on which they would 
hold to the wrong side. Thatshould be the 
very strait in which the Republicans should 
wish to see their opponents. It will be 
remembered, we assume, by the public, 
though the Republican organs seem to have 
wholly forgotten it, that when the Presi- 
dent’s message was sent to Congress, there 
was a howl of delight from the Republican 
leaders. : ‘‘ Now,” they cried, ‘‘we have at 
last got the Democrats committed and the 


‘jssue made upon which the Presidential 


campaign will be a walk-over, never mind 
who our candidate may be.” This 
was evidently communicated to the 
“great leader across the sea,” and 
he hastened to issue his counter- 
blast to the President’s message, feel- 
ing, apparently, that it was safe for him 


view 


-to lift his discredited head again. But 


whatever may have been the view then 
taken by Republican managers of the 
probable course of public opinion, they no 


‘longer act as if they had a sure thing 
“of Summer is s good thitig, byt it cannot be | 


against the Democrats on this issue. On 


the contrary, they halt between two poli- 
cies, and act consistently on neithar. 

The debate yesterday, so far as the Re- 
publicans were concerned, went upon the 
old lines, Mr. Burrows of Michigan made 
the principal speech, and made it asif he 
were addressing an audience of convinced 
Republicans in the heat of a canvass. It 
was full of generalities as to the blessed 
effect of protection, but carefully avoided 
detinito facts. There was a great deal of 
the stale sneers about British free traders 
and the Cobden Club, which still haunts 
the imagination of the high-tariff men. 
But itis nonsense to call this sort of talk 
discussion. It convinces no one, and does 
not address itself to those whose votes will 
decide the question when it gets before the 
people. Whether the Republican managers 
understand the fact or not, it is a fact that 
the public mind is aroused on this question, 
and informed, and cannot be swayed by the 
ancient cries that are being shrilly uttered 
in Congress. The voters see the surplus and 
its evils, perceive the weight of taxation 
and wish to be relieved of it. It is folly for 
the men of BuRROWs'’s type to declaim in 
ths tone of HoRACE GREELEY and HENRY 
C. CAREY without daring to propose any 
measure of tax reduction whatever. 


A FOOLISH PRISON L£ILU. 

On Monday evening the Assembly of this 
State committed the amazing folly of pass- 
ing the Yates Prison bill by a vote of 74 to 
22. All the Democratic votes cast were for 
the bill, and added to these were 28 Repub- 
lican votes. It is practically a bill for 
maintaining convicts in the State prisons 
in idleness at the expense of the public, and 
adding something like $400,000 to the 
State taxes, the burden of which is 
the subject of so much complaint, es- 
pecially among the farmers, The bill 
relates to the confinement and em- 
ployment of convicts in county jails 
and penitentiaries, as well as the State 
prisons, but the provisions of special im- 
portance are those that affect convict labor 
in the prisons. It provides for the employ- 
ment of the inmates of those institutions, 
“when practicable,” in manufacturing or 
repairing such articles as may be needed 
for the inmates of the prisons in which they 
are confined, orfor the inmates of other 
penal and reformatory institutions or asy- 
lums of the State, or in building, repairing, 
or enlarging the prisons, reformatories, pe- 
nal institutions, orasylums, orin “ draining, 
reclaiming, or cultivating the swamp 
lands or other Jands of the. State; or 
in such other laborious work as may be 
beneficial to the State or its institutions, 
orin making clothing and equipments for 
the militia of the State; or such other work 
as may be designated” by the officers in 
charge of the prisons. This latter clause is 
modified by the provision that the labor of 
the prisoners and its product must be “ ex- 
clusively beneficial to the public;” that 
their services must not be contracted to any 
one, nor any article manufactured .by them 
sold, exchanged, or given away to any pri- 
vate person whatever, and that no motive 


_ power or machinery of any description must 


be placed in the prisons ‘‘ for the purpose of 
inereasing the revenueor products thereof,” 

There is the appearance here of a consid- 
erable scheme of prison’ labor, but practi- 
cally it would amount to very little, and so 
far as it amounted to anything it would be 
a clumsy substitute. of very poor work for 
the labor of free citizens. As the inmates 
ofall the penal and reformatory institutions, 
and even of the asylums, so faras they are 
capable of useful employment, are supposed 
to be put upon such work as is available for 
them, the prisoners could have little 
to do in the way of manufacturing 
and repairing needed articles except 
for the prison in which they were con- 
fined. As their wants in that respect 
are not great or varied, this would occupy 
very few of them. Building, repair- 
ing or enlarging the prisons on any consid- 
erable scale is likely to be done only at 
long intervals, and then it would require 
skilled labor under the direction of compe- 
tent builders, unless it was to be costly 
botch work. Convicts could be employed 
upon it to advantage only toa very small 
extent: Itis absurd to suppose they could 
be taken away from the prisons to work on 
other buildings with any regard for dis- 
cipline or with any advantage to. the 
State. The suggestion as to. draining, 
reclaiming, and cultivating public lands is 
ridiculous. It would necessitate something 
like a chain-gang system. The mainte- 
nance and oversight of a lot of convicts off 
on this kine of work would be expensive, 
and their work would be practically worth- 
less. No intelligent Superintendent would 
ever consent to have the convicts of a 
prison taken away elsewhere for work of 
this kind, or to be engaged in building 
operations in which they would be of little 
use. 

Convicts engaged in the manufacture of 
clothing can only be used for making coarse 
and cheap goods with the help of machinery. 
The idea that the uniforms and equipments 
of the National Guard could be mado by a 
lot of miscellaneous thieves and burglars 
without the use even of a sewing machine 
is laughable, and we fancy that anything 
in that line turned out by the State prisons 
would be anything but acceptable to our 
citizen soldiers. In fact, the whole scheme 
of labor provided for in the Yates bill is a 
sham and a humbug, and if an attempt 
were made to apply it the result would be 
the idleness of a large majority of the con- 
victs, and only the slightest diminution of 
the cost of maintaining the prisons from the 
products of the labor of theirinmates. It 
ignores all the progress of the century in the 
matter of prison management, and is a re- 
turn to sheer barbarism. 

Of the sanitary, moral, and disciplinary 
evils of idleness in prisons it is unnecessary 
to speak. They have been set forth and 
dwelt upon until the merest ignoramus 
must be familiar with them. To permit it 
is a barbarous cruelty as well ‘as a bad pub- 


_lic policy. Labor in prisons has two main 


purposes—provision for the expense of 
maintaining the prisoners, who ought to be 


‘compelled to earn their living while in cus- 


tody of the State, and the benefit of the 
prisoners themselves. For both these pur- 
poses systematic productive industry is 
necessary. Convicts should. not only be 


‘compelled to work, but they should 


a 


be trained to labor, so that they may 
be able to support themselves when 
they are discharged. They must be 
taught and disciplined in lines of 
industry which they can turn to acconnt 
for self-support. Itis ono of the most effect- 
ive aids to reform. Nobody can deny that 
the existence of a criminal class is a burden 
and a loss to the community. It is devoted 
to the destruction of values instead of their 
production. Ifit could be transformed into 
an industrial class, would the added 
competition in the labor market be 
a disadvantage? If not, the employ- 
ment of criminals in productive industry 
in the prisons under proper management 
does no harm to any living sou). It should 
be conducted under conditions that make 
the competition with outside labor as nearly 
equal as possible, and then the convict 
labor simply becomes so much addition to 
the productive power of the State. The 
idea that it injures free labor is sheer de- 
lusion, but some of the labor agitators have 
got that notion into their addled heads, and 
we see legislators who ought to have sense 
truckling to idiocy and fooling with the 
public interests of the State, destroying the 
benefits of prison discipline, and adding to 
the burdens of taxation, out of cowardly 
fear of what these brainless agitators may 
do with a few hundred votes. Iltis a truly 
melancholy spectacle. 


ENGLISHMEN AND CITIZENSHIP. 

Mr. GOLDWIN SMITuH’s suggestion that 
English residents in this country shall be- 
come citizens for the purpose of guarding 
the interests of their native land against 
the machinations of Irishmen was not par- 
ticularly brilliant. If all the Englishmen 
who attended the St. George’s dinner on 
Monday have made up their minds to de- 
clare their intentions and in due time to 
undergo naturalization, the prospect is that 
the addition to citizenship will result in 
politics more lively than agreeable. 

Mr. GOLDWIN SMITH himself may or may 
not be an American citizen. To the best 
of our recollection he remained in this 
country long enough to become one, or, at 
any rate, to make the preliminary declara- 
tion which he advises his countrymen still 
resident among us to take. If he be an 
American citizen, we are bound to say that 
he isa very bad one. His thoughts, indeed, 
like those of the man whom WEBSTER 
esteemed “a safe counselor in the af- 
fairs of. this Nation,” ‘are mainly 
bent upon considering how the Union 
may be best preserved.” But it is not 
the union of these States that he has in 
view, but the union between England and 
Ireland, which has continued now for about 
acentury, with the happy results that we 
all know. With these results in view 
Mr. SMITH may nevertheless be justified 
in doing everything in his power to 
maintain the connection, by writing 
magazine articles and by stumping Eng- 
land and by making speeches at the 
St.. George’s dinner in New-York, but 
he is justified only as a British sub- 
ject. If he had become an American 
citizen, he would be bound in honor to 
restrict his political activity to the affairs 
of the country with which, by his natu- 
ralization, he would have cast in his lot. 
The domestic politics of the British Empire 
would concern him no longer as a member 
of that political body, but solely as a critic 
and observer to whom nothing human was 
foreign, unless it happened to be Irish. 

This is not an obligation of honor alone: 
It is a mandate of positive law. If Mr. 
Sm1tH has not taken the oath of natural- 
ization it is likely that he has read it, 
and quite clear that he has not remembered 
it. Forif he had, he would remember that 
the applicant for citizenship must declare 
on oath “that he absolutely and entirely 
renounces and abjures all allegiance 
and fidelity to every foreign Prince, poten- 
tate, State, or sovereignty, and particularly, 
by name, to the Prince, potentate, State, 
or sovereignty of which he was before a 
citizen or subject.” The beneficent efforts 
of the union of which Mr. Smitu thinks so 
highly have been such that every Irishman 
can take this oath with aclear conscience 
and renounce allegiance ‘‘ particularly, by 
name” to Queen VICTORIA not only without 
regret, but with the greatest possible gusto. 
Tt is true that his renunciation leaves some- 
thing to be desired. Itis complete so far 
as it goes, but it does not go far enough. 
Tho Irish Republic or the Kingdom of 
Ireland is not mentioned in the oath be- 
cause it has no existence in fact, but it is 
none the less foreign for being imaginary. 
The Irishman who becomes a citizen of the 
United States and afterward takes part in 
political plots affecting Ireland or England 
is as bad and mischievous a citizen as the 
Englishman who does the same _ thing. 
Very many Irishmen have done this. 
Itis notorious that their votes on any ques- 
tion involving the relations of this country 
with Great Britain are determined, not by 
their view of American rights and inter- 
ests, but by their view of Irish rights and 
interests. There areso many of them, and 
there are so many cowardly legislators who 
truckle to them, that they are likely, when 
any grave international emergency arises, 
to constitute a national nuisance if 
they do not do so already. But the 
remedy for this is not, as Prof. SMITH 
seems to imagine, to raise up an English 
vote as an offset to the Irish vote, and to 
allow two foreign factions, the members of 
which care nothing about the country the 
citizenship of which they have assumed, 
to convert American politics into a 
series of squabbles about British poli- 
tics. If that were done, this country 
would be the scene of a series of 
Orange and Catholic riots like those that 
have for so long a time disgraced British 
America. The remedy is to make the 
process of naturalization longer and more 
difficult thanat is now, and the examuna- 
tion of applicants for citizenship stricter, 
so that we can have a better guarantes 
when a man becomes a citizen of the 
United States that he has really expatriat- 
ed himself. The case of an Englishman 
who proposes to become a citizen in order to 
attain or to defeat any object of British 
politics is, however, worse than the case of 
an Irishman, inasmuch as an Englishman 
in such a case must make a mental reserva- 


tion that comes altogether too near a posi- 
tive perjury to be endurable to a man who 
is likely to be a valuable citizen of any 
country. 

There is no compulsion on an Englishman 
to become a citizen of the United States. 
He can liye here as an alien all his life in 
perfect security. Mr. Go.tpwiIn SmITH 
speaks indeed of the American dislike of 
Englishmen, but this must be one of those 
Tash generalizations from individual ex- 
perience which, as we have recently had 


other evidence, English tourists are prone 


tohazard. If there were such a dislike it 
would not be mitigated because the 
object of it was a citizen and 
not an alien. A New-Yorker may 
number Englishmen among his familiar 
acquaintances for years without know- 
ing whether they are American citizens or 
British subjects. Whether an English resi- 
dent shall become a citizen or not is a mat- 
ter which each one should judge for him- 
self. If he really means to expatriate him- 
self, he is perfectly welcome. But if he 
means, 28 so many Irishmen have meant, to 
use American citizenship for the purpose of 
affecting British politics, then his abjura- 
tion will be a sham, his naturalization 


frandulent, and he will not be welcome at 
all. 


AS IEC EIT ICAI IEE I 


The President has instructed District At- 
torney GALVIN of Boston to make without 
delay an investigation concerning the im- 
portation of foreign sailors under contract 
by firms engaged in the fisheries at 
Gloucester and elsewhere, and it is 
probable that the use of alien Captains 
by these firms will also be the subject 
ofinquiry. “I believe,” says the President, 
“that the importation of such foreigners 
tends to the displacement of Ameriean la- 
bor.” Undoubtedly it does, andif it shall 
be shown that these Gloucester fishing firms 
have been violating the contract labor law, 
it will beonly one more proof of theinsincer- 
ity of those who demand high tariff rates on 
the plea that such rates are required 
for the welfare of American work- 
ingmen, and at the same time are willing 
to import cheap foreign Jabor for their 
own use, If it shall appear that alien Cap- 
tains have been employed, severe penalties 
can be imposed under our navigation laws. 
It has already been shown that at-least one 
branch of the Gloucester fishing trade is 
controlled by a Trust which prevents com- 
petition and maintains prices. It is not 
surprising that Trust makers who appeal 
for protection should violate the contract 
labor law. 


SPT ANE NN TET NATIT DS 


Another regimental commander retires 
for age to-day, Col. CLERMONT L. BEsT, 
Fourth Artillery. A native of New-York 
State, he graduated at West Point in 1847, 
and was assigned to the artillery in time to 
count among the veterans of the Mexican 
war, while frontier duty and hostilities 
with the Seminoles formed part of his ex- 
perience up to the outbreak of the war for 
the Union. During that struggle he re- 
ceived brevets of Major and Lieutenant- 
Colonel for gallant and meritorious services 
respectively in the battles of Chancellors- 
ville and Gettysburg, and was at one time 
chief of artillery of the Fifth Corps. 
His brevet of Colonel was for good 
conduct and gallant services throngh 
the war. His present rank as Colonel of the 
Fourth Artillery was attained four anda 
half years ago, and itis noticeable that he 
was a Second Lieutenant in the same regi- 
ment forty yearsago. Suggestions come up 
at each session of Congress to facilitate the 
voluntary retirement of the veterans of the 
civil war nowin the army, but one after 
another these veterans seem to be going to 
the shelf with reasonable rapidity without 
the aid of the voluntary element, and in the 
natural operation of the laws and of the 
flight of time.

MACHINE REPRESENTATION. 


THE CHARACTER OF OUR’ LEGISLA- 
TORS DISCUSSED. 

Horace E. Deming, David Dudley Field, 
and George H. Forster, President of the Board 
of Aldermen, discussed the representative char- 
acter of our jegislative bodies at the meeting of 
the Nineteenth Century Club last evening. 

Mr. Deming, who began and closed the discus- 
sion, contended that legislators dia* not repre- 
sentthe people. “The rule to-day,” said he, 
“issmall mea in public place and great men 
in private station. Can any Government hope 
to endure when the foremost of its citizens are 
not actively engaged in the conduct of 
public affairs? We have lasted 100 years, 


but that doesn't make it certain that we shall 
last another hundred years. All the examples 
of the past and all the illustrations of the pres- 
ent, like France, Mexico, and the republics of 
Central America are against the permanency 
of republics. The theory of our forefathers 
was that the ohiefs of the Government 
were to be the representatives of the 
popular will. That was the spirit which ani- 
mated our Constitution and the conduct of 
our Government in the early times, It was 
honorable then to be in politics and to he 
politician, and the greatest careers were public 
careers, Our great men then were public men. 
To-day our great men are business men. 

“Who nominates members of the Legislature? 
The people! No. Does that require proof? No. 
{Laughter.] The managers of parties are not 
the leaders of the country to-day. Who in New- 
York of either party fills the place of Seward or 
of Marcy? Why isthis? It is not because peo- 
ple do not take an interestin parties. Wedo 
take an interest. We attend the —— 
We do not reform the primaries. [Laugnter.] 
We cannot, because the machinery of party or- 
ganization has attained to such perfection and 
has become so complicated that no one can at- 
tend toanch machinery who has anything else 
to attend to. Consequently the political leaders 
are mere managers of machines and the nomi- 
nees they put forward are machine-mase 
men. These men are not representatives of the 
people. Their salary as legislators does not pay 
their election expenses, and the resultis they 
become legislative strikers. What are the reme- 
dies? First, take the nowinating power out of 
the hands of the bosses by simplitying 
and popularizing the nominating machine; 
second, print the ballots and _ distribute 
them at the popular expense, Third, limit the 
amount of election expenses. Don’t make it 
possible for a rich man to tempt a poor man, and 
don’t make it possible for a poor man todo a 
corrupt thing. Another remedy is to enforce 
the principie of home rule. Let New-York and 
Brooklyn govern themselves. 

“ Our Government is still an experiment. Just 
as in the old time the strngglse setween the 
masses and the classes is goingon. To-day, the 
people are the wasses and the politicians are 
the classes. And just as surely as in the 
past the masses have ultimately overcome 
the classes, just so certainly, today, we can 
look forward to the time when the people 
will overcome the politicians. As we look 
back we see that municipal reform has gone 
forward certainly, if surely, and electoral re- 
form now presses Upon public attention. Low 
asthe ebb has been, the tite ia turning, and 
rising fast. The houris at hand when the dam 
which the politicians havo se laboriously built 
will be swept away.” [Applause.} 

Mr. Foster answered himaelf, amid leud laugh- 
ter, aS a representative and defender of the ma- 
chine in politics, ‘I believe in parties,” he said, 
“and if we have parties they must be organized 
to be effectual. Parties are the strength of our 
system of government. The Legislature does 
represent the people. Mr. Deming believes in 
home rule for New-York. Who = governs 
Now-York? The people below Fourteeuth- 
street, east of Third-avenue and west of Sixth- 
avenue. They are honest people, and the men 
they send to the Legislature represent them. 
We don’t want great men away aDove the peo- 
plein the Legislature. We want plain men, 
men of common sense, and we get then. 
Even Mr. Deming admits that reform has 
advanced. Who has advanced it? The men 
whom he says are the product of machine poll- 
ities? I 4on’t believe in raising the salaries of 
legislators. Congressional salaries have been 
raised over and over again, aud so hays the 
salaries of our Assembirmenand Senators. 
But they bave hot improved. The re- 
ault of the tirst reform bill of 
Theolore Roosevelt wus the Board of Aldermen 
of 1884, some of whom are in the State prison 
and others ought to be, in popuiar opinion. [ 
believe in short terms, and do not see the 
necessity of the State paying the election ex- 
penses. The parties do it just as well.” 

Mr. Field,in avivid manner, described the 
uncleanliness and bad pavement of our streets, 
aud then asked why they were so. Because the 
people who complained did not see that good 
meu were nominated. They stayed at homein 
his Assembly district, the Third, where there 
were 6,500 votes. They let 275 men do the 
nominating for them. He closed by quoting 
Sir William Jones’s famous lines on “ What 
Constitutes a State?” 

At the next meeting of the club “ The Limits 
of Toleration” will be discussed by Col. Inger- 
soli for the Free Thinkers, Gen. Stewart L.

ABOUT MAYOR HEWITT. 


SOME THINGS THE ALDERMEN SAID CON- 
CERNING HIM. 

The Board of Aldermen yesterday 
wrestled with Mayor Hewitt’s flag veto, and 
several members used forcible language in 
speaking of the Mayor. The trouble began when 
Alderman Dowling called up the Mayor's veto 
of the amendment to the flag ordinance giving 
the Alaermen power to say what flags should be 
placed on the City Hall. When the veto mes- 
sage had been read half through, Mr. Divver took 
the floor. He said that the Aldermen and the 
Americans of foreign birth had been insulted 
enough by Mayor Hewitt. Aldermen Storm and 


Von Minden interrupted Mr. Divver to say that 
the entire message should be read before debate 
could proceed. Alderman Conkiing, who was 
in the chair, held that the pointof order was 
weil taken and the message Was read through. 
Vice-President Dowling got the fluor in ad- 
vance of Mr, Divver this time. Mr. Dowling said 
that it was notivtendeid to displace the American 
flay. “I would he one of the first to oppose 
such a thing as that,” he continued. “Iam as 
much in favor of .displaying the flag of Germauy 
astlam occasionally of displaying the flag of 
Ireland. The whole thing 1¢ & mere question of 
country. The Mayor has taken occasion to vent 
his spite agaiust the Irish in thiscountry and 
the Irish in Ireland. Hesatl a tew weeks ago 
that Irishmen’s sons were as bad as the Irishmen 
themselves. He bad tried to show thatthe Irish 
controlled the Police Department. Who ts this 
man who has this un-Awerican prejudice 
against Irishmen and the sons of Irishmen, and 
Germacs and the sons or Germans?

ZOLA’S DRAMATIC FAILURE

“GERMINAL” FALLS FLAT WITH THE 
PARIS PLAYGOERS

Paris, April 24.—“ Germinal” is a failura 
The play will undoubtedly have # certain ran, 
owing to the prestige of the namo of the aw 
thor. Matters never ran very smoothly be 
tween the management uni Messrs. Zola and 
Busnach, and in the end there was so much 
tension that neither of these gentlemen assisted 
at the first representation. They spent the 
evening at the café opposite, where their friends 
brougnot them tidings between ths acts. The 
adaptation of the novel is most gloomy, 
and the only scenes that might interes: 
the gallery, those betweer the minors ane 
the gendarmes, being cut out, there was very 
little left to attract Je peuple, and it can 
never be a spectacle for the box occupants. 
It is fortunate that the authorities cut down 
the revolutionary scenes, for even in their 
present mild situations they create a uightly 
disturbance, and cries of “ Vive la Commune!” 
are not exceptional The play is tiresome ta 
excess, and the pathetic scenes call only 
upon tha very worst emotions, the most 
cut-throat envy and revenge. The cast ts 
good, if one likes the Bowery style 
of M. Laray and Mme. Laurent. Mile. Befuolx is 
vory pretty as Mouqustte, and her song in the 
mines was encored the second night. It is a 
question whether ‘Germinal’ could ever suc- 
ceed now. There is far too much street disturb- 
ance, and no play of this kind would seem to 
take. When there are certain localities, espe- 
cially befure the offices of La Lanterrne and the 
cri du peuple, where every passer-by is obliged 
tosalute the bust of Boulanger or else get kicked 
for his independence, there is far more fun out- 
side of the theatre than within its walls, 

Zola himself gives this as the reason for the 
negative success of “Germinal.” He said this 
morning to some reporters that his work came 
at a bad moment. It was, of necessity, to¢ 
quiet, when revolution was in every mind, and 
an émeute was ready in every thoroughfare 
He said any play must pale before the excite 
ment of a probable coup d’état or sudden burst 
of Socialism. Tho author returns at once to hia 
country seat at Medan, to vourk at “* Rive” and 
cultivate fruit trees. 

Tne “* Marchande de Sourires,” at the Odéon, 
will prove very attractive on account of the 
novelty and beauty of its Japanese representa- 
tion. The plot is very bluodthirsty for the 
beautiful but parrow limits of bambov tables, 
small chairs, and authentic costumes. Every- 
thing is so small, 80 sweet, and so perfumed that 
to hear all the tiraces of revenge and hatred 
in the midst of such a balmy and postio 
atmosphere is more interesting than amus- 
ing. Tho language is exquisite. The 
curtain {is ratsed to the sound of a 
gong, andthe gorgeousness of the costumes— 
they belong to tha privatecollections of Messrs. 
Cernacht and Porel—soon transport yen into 
anew and unknown world. Without all this 
and the popularity of Mme. Judith Gauthier 
perhaps the success would have been much Jess, 
It promises now to have arun, and its ectantria 
spectacular attraction will certainly prove re- 
munerative. 

At Nantes the rew lyric opera of ‘‘ Hamlet” 
has appeared. The author, M. Aristide Hignard, 
is 65 years of age. He completed his score 23 
years ago and published it 20 years since. 
M. Paravey, the present manager of the 
Opéra Comiqne and director of the Nantes 
Theatre for this season, consented to pro- 
duce the work. It is written in the classical 
Greek style, alternating between song and 
declamation, and the composer esteems this 
peculiarity toiie more Shakespearean. M. Hig- 
nard is a pupil of Halévy, and in his score there 
are, according to local critics, pages of alsolute 
beauty.

THE TALK OF WASHINGTON, 


OPPOSITION TO THE FISHERIES TREATY 
—THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—The Republican 
Senators are not likely to consent to the practi- 
eal test of the fishery treaty proposed by the 
Democrats. Their decision to defeat the treaty 
is not because it will not settle disputes 
which have so long made troubles between 
the United States and Canada, but because 
they do not want the present Ad:ministra- 
tlon to gct the credit for making such 
The Republican Senators are not likely ta 


consent to the practical test of the fishery 
treaty proposed by the Democrats. Their de- 
Cision to defeat the treaty is not because it will 
not settle disputes which have so lone male 
trouble between the United States and Canada, 
but because they do vot want the present 
Administratiou to get the credit for making such 
a settlement. To consent therefore to the delay 
of one fishing season asked for by the Demo- 
crats weuld be to throw aside the very object 
the Republicans seck to accomplish by 
rejecting tbe treaty before the coming 
Presidential campaign. Rather than do this 
they will permit themselves toa be placed 
in the attitude of condemning the treaty 
without giving it a proffered trial 
They find fault with the convention, and refuse 
to give it a vhance to show thatthe complaints 
are groundless. While. this ig regarded by the 
Republicaus as ‘* good politics,” the Democrats. 
are content to let the public judge as to which 
party occupies the better position on the ques- 
tion. They do not believe that the attitude of 
the Republicans will commend itself to any one 
who gives the subject any thought. It is as 
serted ta-night that the ostensible reason for re 
jecting the treaty to be givenin tie majority 
report of the Committee on Fercign Relations ig 
hat the method of its negotiation Was irregular, 
because the President bad no muht to nexotiate 
such a convention after Congress had deciined 
to sanction a commission for that purpose. 


One of President Cleyveland’s visitors to-lay 
was Senator Farwell of Iliinois. Mr. Farwell is 
helping some of his constituents in their efforts 


to convince the President that Mr. Melville W.

PASSAGE OF THE ELEVATOR 
BILL BY THE ASSEMBLY. 
PRESSING THE CLAIMS OF DR, O'BRIEN TO 


BE HEALTH OFFICER OF NEW-YORK 
IN PLACE OF DR. SMITH. 


ALBANY, April 24.—For the second time 
i its nine years of life the bill reducing elevator 
sharges in this State has passed the Assembly, 
[his year it bore the name of Mr. McEvoy of 
Herkimer, and for atime earlier in the session its 
late in the Assembly was in doubt, But some 
wissionary work has been done lately, and the 
dill was passed after nearly two hours’ debate 
this morning by a vote of 79 to 21. 

As originally drawn the bill fixed the charges 
ter the direct transfer of grain—elevating, re- 
seiving, weighing, and discharging—at one-fourth 
psfonecentabushel. In order togetit through the 
Canal Committee Mr. McEvoy had to consent to 
an increase in the tolls permitted to five-eighths 
wfonecentabushel Inthat shape it was re- 
ported favorably, Mr. Gallagher of Buffalo dis- 
tenting, and in that shape it was passed to-day. 
fo mako sure that the bill had a fair chance Mr, 
McEvoy began operations to-day with acall of 
the House. Cails of the House were once con- 
sidered legislative luxuries, but they are as 
thick now as blackberries in August, and it is a 
pretty poor sort of a measure which cannot get 
to tinal passage unGer such auspices. 

Three amendments to the bill were offered, 
and in good time voted down. Gen. Husted 
wanted elevators owned by individuals instead 


of corporations exempted from the operations 
of the bill, claiming that it was unconstitutional 
to interfere with private property. To this Mr, 
Ainsworth said that every elevator in the State 
would be in the hands of an ‘‘individual” inside 
of & mouth, the “individual” being a Trustee for 
torporate owners. Mr. Coon of Oswego offered 
an amendment which, he said, was designed to 
remove objections as _ to the constitutionality of 
the act. Mr. Sheehan, who, with Mr. Gallagher, 
bas fought the bill steadily, its prospective ef- 
fects on the elevator ring of that city being 

retty serious, wanted Butfalo exempted from 

6 operation of the law. This modest vropost- 
tion had few votes outside the Buffalo contin- 
gent, whom Mr. Saxton of Wayne once described 
as ‘‘reacners.” 

Mr. McEvoy defended the bill in the longest 
speech the Assembly bas heard this yearand the 
best he has made. Mr. Sheehan opposed it, 
saying that elevatur charges at Butfalo were less 
than at any other polntin the State, and that 
the gentlemen who prepared the bill and gave 
{tte Mr. McEvoy were associates of lobbyists. 
Mr. Gallagher followed with an attack on Capt. 
Clarke, the well-known representative here of 
the canalinterests, who satin the gallery and 
laughed at the Buffalo man. The bill went to 
vote as it was reported with the foliowing re- 
sult, Republicans in roman, Democratsin ilalics:

A year ago a law was passed enabling the 
authorities of New-York City to erect a new 
buiiding, chiefly for court purposes. It was 
designated at the time as the Municipal Build- 
Ing. Assemblymap Crvoaby has proposed an 
amendment to the law, stipulating thatit shall 
not be built in the City Hall Park, and his 
amendment passed ths Assembly to-day without 
opposition. A bill of Senator Cantor’s passed 
the Senate to-day providing for still another 
building outside City Hail Park, but some- 
where in the vicinity of the Court 
House, to be devoted to.the use of the 
County Clerk, Register, and Surrogate. This 
proposed Hail of Records is to be erected by a 
comission composed of the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners, the Regist®r, Surrogate. and County 
Clerk. The amount to be expended is left with 
the Commissioners. Mr. Cantor explained the 
necessity for a sultable structure for containing 
the valuable records of these three offices that 
should be absolutely fire-proot. There was no 
opposition to the bill by auy of the Senators. 

‘Tne Senate also passed the bill appropriating 
$50,000 for dredging the Hudson in this vicin- 
ity. senator Deane was tortunate enough to 
secure an increase in the proposed appropria- 
tion of $10,000 withous eucountering any op- 
position. Senator Sloanin voting for the bill 
pointed to the fact that the Federal Govern- 
ment might conclude to locate the gun foundry 
at Waterviict, some half dozen miles north of 
this city, and it would reverdo to aliowit to 
be said that the Hudson is not navigable to that 

oint. 

. Among other bills passed by the Senate were 
the Cautor bill, placing the Normal School of 
New- York City on the same footing as the Col- 
lege of the City of New-York and entitling it to 
ap annual appropriation of $125,000; the Mor- 
gan bill, extending for one yeur from July 1 
next the date for putting into operation the 
block system of indexing real estate in New- 
York City; the Stadler bill, compelling 
those who blast rocks within the 
limits of the city of -New-York to 
obtain permits from the Commissioner of Public 
Works #'ef to give bonds for the performance of 
their work in a safe manner; and the Walker 
bill, enabling the Railroaa Commission to impose 
@ penalty upou Companies that will not coiply 
with the law requiring them to make quarterly 
reports. The Republican Serators are hurrying 
bills along as fast as possible in order to reach 
the High License bill not later than Thursday. 
Itis possible that it may be taken up to-morrow 
out of its order and acted upon, Sena:or Erwin 
having given the notice to-day that will enable 
the Republicans to suspend the necessary rules 
whenever they choose.

When the bill came up to-day Mr. Wagner 
offered some amendments which were adopted 
without question. Qne of these increase the 
minimum width of the basin from 50 to 100 
feet, another made the new streets on either 
side 75 feet wide instead of 60, anda third ex- 
empted the southerly side of Bushwick Creek, 
from the East River to Kent-avenne, from the 
provisions of the act ‘‘ so far as the same shall 
in apy manner ba improved under tne pro- 
visions thereof.” In this shape the bill passed. 
It is said by those who are in a position to know 
that the chief object of tis bill is to create at 
public expense for the use of the Standard Oil 
Company a basin about 1,200 feet long and 75 
feet wide. That portion of the south side of the 
creek ae uek oe from the proposed improvement 
includes 500 feet of trountage owned by the 
Standard Oil Company. 

The Assembly Cities Committee gave a brief 
hearing this afternoon on the bill reducing the 
number of Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge to 
three, to be appointed, as at present, by the 
Mayors of the two cities. John M. Bowers op- 
posed the bill on the ground that it gave too 
much power to the city of Brooklyn, which 
would have two of the three Trustees, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Jenks of Brooklyn favored the 
measure, and to obviate some objections which 
have been raised suggested that there be added 
to section 6 of the bill these words: * Nothing 
in this act contained shall bg 89 construed as to 
confer the power of eminent domain upon said 
Trustees, and such power shall not be possessed 
by them.” This restriction was included in the 
bill, and in that sliape it will be reported favor- 
ably to-morrow. This amendment is to over- 
come the fear of the New-York \Wor/d that the 
Trustees will acquire the site of Fronch’s Hotel 
for terminal purposes. 

In a short session this afternoon the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee heard ex-Lieut.-Gov. Al- 
vord in opposition to Mr. Van Gorder’s consti- 
tutional amendment permittivg the sale of the 
Onondaga salt springs. And also Lawyers John 
S. Strahan and Kochefort in opposition to the 
bill providing a commission to arrangoe for the 
proposed new system of indexing tities to real 
estate in New-York, and Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Scott of New-York ip favor of it. No 
action was taken on either bill, ¥ 

Mr. O’Connor this afternvon introduced in the 
Assembly, and had sent to the first Committee 
of the Whole not full, the bill authorizing the 
Elm-street improvement in New-York, which 13 
already under consideration 1n the Senste. 

A curious iilustration of the way a city’s in- 
terests are fooled with war noted in the Assem- 
bly to-day. The bill authorizing the city of 
Brooklyn t9 expend $350,000 in improving 
Bushwick Creek, apparently for the benetit ot 
the Standard Oil Company, described elsewhere, 
fixed the maximum rate of interest on the bonds 
to be issued for the purpose at 4 per cent. This 
evening the Assembly passed, at the instance of 
Mr. Tallmadge, a bill authorizing the same city 
to spend $450.00G in acquiring the property of 
the old Dutch Reformed Church, west of the pres- 
ent Municipal Building, for municipal purposes, 
The bonds to be issued for that purpose are to 
bear not more than 342 per cent. interest. Evi- 
dently the expenditure of money in ons part of 
the city is more risky than in another part, or 
bonds issued for one class of improvements are 
less marketable than for otier classes. Brook- 
lyn has been pretty heavily burdened by legisla- 
tion in the House to-day. In addition to tlie 
eizght-hundred-thousand-dollar debt author- 
ized by the two Dilis named there 
was also passed a bili introduced = by 
Mr. Talimadge providing for sewers in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward, which will cost $1,000,000, 
and the Reitz bill increasing salaries of Brook- 
lyn policemen, which will add nearly $800,000 
@ year to the expenses of the city. Evidently 
Brooklyn needs somebody at Albany to look 
after its lurerests. Corporation Counsel Jenks, 
who chanced to be here to-day, prevented the 
bill for the purchase of the property adjoining 
the Municipal Building froin being mandatory, 
as it was at tirst drawn,and Mr. Tallmadge had 
to amend it to-night so as to make 1t permissive, 
Mr. Jenks insisting that it should be so 
changed. This property was bought by real 
estate specniators not long ago for about 3200,- 
000, and itis said that these same enterprising 
gentlemen are back of the scheme to force the 
property upon the city. Mr. Tallmadee intro- 
duced the bill this afternoon, said there was 
immediate necessity for its passage lest some- 
body else get possessiion of the propery, had it 
ordered to a third reading and to night secured 
ils passage. 

The Asseinbly to-night passed the Senate bill 
amending the Ralt-Holiday act of last year by 
reducing the monthsin which the holiday shall 
be legal to June, July, August, and September, 
and the measure now goes to the Governor. 
Mr. Rnodes wanted to amend the bill so as to 
make the holiday a whole one for June, July, 
and August, and in support of that said that 162 
banks in this State prefer the whole hliday to 
the half holiday. The Assembly did not agree 
with Mr. Rhodes, and rejected the amendment. 
It then passed the Senate bill. 

The railroads of the State are likely to have 
until Nov. 1 to substitute some other means for 
stoves for heating cars, and when able to con- 
vince the Railroad Commissioners that enforce 
mentof the law againsi stoves would be unjust, to 
secure an extension oftime. Mr. Youngman’s bill 
to that effect, which has already passed the Sen- 
ate, passed the House to day.

DR. MORGAN’S RESIGNATION. 
ee eee 
HE S8URRENDERS HIS CHARGE AFTER 
THIRTY YEARS. OF ACTIVE WORK. 

The Rev. Dr. William F. Morgan, D. D., 
the aged Rector of S:. Thomas Protestant 
Episcopal Church, has rasigned the post which 
he has 80 actively and efticientiy filled for over 
30 years. One ofthe most convincing proofs of 
how harmonious has been his guidance of the 
affairs of the church through that long period of 
service is the fact that his congregation has al- 
ways followed where he led.. Esteeimed by his 
congregation, he has gone on building up the 
church, which nearly 18 years ago he was in- 
atrumental in establishing on its present site. 
How wisely Dr. Morgan chose this site when he 
moved the old St. Thomas Church from Houston- 
street is shown by its present cosmonolitan 


facilities, and nothing proves his energetic work 
more than the fact that when st. Thoinas 
Church was built on its present site it hada 
debt of over $325,000, all of which Las been 
paid off during his rectors)ip. 

Dr. Morgan finally decided to abandon the 
cares Which were welgbing heavily upon hiw, 
and accordingly announced his intention of re- 
signing. The Vestry held a meeting Monday night, 
at which Dr. Morean’s resignation was reyret 
fully accepted. The Vestry aisc made Dr. Mor- 
gan * Rector Emeritus,” witha salary of 37.500 
per annum, In recognition of his long and faith- 
ful service as the church's esteemed Rector. 
Coupled with Dr. Morgan's resignation was a 
suggestion tothe Vestry that it shouid cailas 
his successor the Rev. Dr. Johu W. Brown, D. 
D., of the Cathedral Church of St. Paul. Buffalo. 
As 1t had been previously aseertained before the 
Vestry took final action upon Dr. Moran's 
resignation that the Rev. Dr. Brown woul ac- 
cept the call, this suggestion of Dr. Morgan's 
wus followed. The call was tendered and Dr. 
Brown accepted itin person, ashe was present 
at the meeting on Monday nizht. 

In the minute adopted by the Vestry at their 
meeting this is said: 

*“*In consideration of the long and wonderfnily 
fruitfal service of the Rector of the parish anid its 
prosperons condition financially and otherwis-, and 
of the love and veneration felt for him vv the whole 
of the large congregation he has brought together 
anti ministered to fur more than a@ quarter of a ceut- 
ury, it is eminently proper that liberal pro- 
vision be made for the support of the 
Rector after his resignation for the re- 
mainder of his life, and that such support be 
secured to him by payment of the annual amount 
agreed upon, which amount shall be simply the 
*honorinm’ of the honorary office, * kector merit- 
us,’ also thata pew be set aside forthe use of the 
‘Rector Emeritus’ and his. family during his Jife- 
time, and with aright to himself to occupy a seat in 
the chancel, and finally, that. the Rector concur- 
ring, the ‘ Rector Emeritus’ havea further right to 
baptize, to marry, and to burv those for whom his 
se: Vives in these offices may be requested.” 

The new Rector will take charge of the parish 
June 1, but will not occupy the rectory before 
Oct. 1.

HOT WORDS IN PARLIAMENT. 


MR. GLADSTONE TALKS OF.~. BALFOUR’S 
MEAN TRICKS, 

Lonpon, April 24.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr, Justin McCarthy moved that 
the House adjourn on urgency, in order to call 
attention to the departure from the usual prac- 
tice in the Irish county courts by increas- 
jug sentences on appeal Mr. McCarthy 
argued that the whole practice was op- 
posed to all previous experience. Ie it 
was desired that in future appeals should be re- 
garded as a game of ‘double or quits,” lot the 
House of Commons and the people say so. He 
asked the House to signify its objection to this 
new principle of appeal which closed the gates 


of mercy and opened the gates of wanton and 
despotic action. [** Hear, hear.’’] 

Mr. Madden, Solicitor-General for Ireland, 
said the particular appeal granted under the 
Petty Sessions act was embodied in the act 
or 1887. It was notan appeal, but really a re- 
heariug of the case, and it was the duty of the 
Judge, rezardiess of the decision of the court 
below, to pronovoes the judgment that he con- 
sidered the evideuce warranted. ; 

Mr. Shaw-Lefevre said that not a single case 
of an increase in sentence had occurred in Eng- 
lard. He did not deny that the court possessed 
the power, but that power had never been exer- 
cised. Appeala were given in the interests of the 
prisoner, not of the Crown. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said they were 
unused powers within the law. They were rusty 
wenpons of brutal tyranny. The employment of 
brutal and ferocious powers, whetuer within the 
law or nol, against the people was uncon- 
stitutional. [Cheers.] He could easily conceive 
that it would be convenient for the Government 
to make the people afraid of appealing. With 
that view what could be casier than to iutro- 
duce a new feature in criminal procedure to de- 
ter meu from appealing by the fear of increased 
sentences? After this Irishmen could not and 
ought not to have confidence.in the. administra- 
tion of the law because 1t.was carried out in a 
mInanner repugnant to Englishmen. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Balrour said that the previous sapeaker 
more than ipsinuated that the Judges bad de- 
rived inspiration from Dublin Castle. [Loud 
Parnuellite shouts of ‘‘ Hear! Hear!) It was a 
foul jibel [* Ob, Ont") upon an honorable and 
independent body of wen who competently 
fulfilled theiy duties. He denied that the 
Appeal Judges’ powers were rusty or 
untiquated. They were legal by -a atatute 
not li years old in England, He accused Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt of attempting to act 
as a court of appeal froin the Judges’ decisions 
without knuwiledge of the facta. He asked the 
House to reject the motion. The motion was 
cdefeated—219 to 165. 

Mr. Gladstone followed Mr. Balfour. He said 
that while it was inadvisable that Parliament 
occupy itself with the doings of the courts of 
justice in an adverse sense, it was necessary, 
when the proceedings of the vourts were not 
conducted in @ spirit of justice, that Parlia- 
went exercise its highest powers as 
the grand inquest of the nation. Apart 
from the legal aspect of the case, the point 
they had to argue was this: When no instance 
of anincrease of sentence could be produced 
in Englaud, were they prepared, while boast- 
ing of their Intention to treat the Irish on 
a footing of equality, to introduce this wholly 
new feature into Ireland? Mr. Mad- 
den bad suggested that there might 
have been new evideuce; but if there 
had been new evidence, Mr. Madden would have 
been apprised of the fact. [Loud cheers.) The 
suggestion Was an empty pretext. The fact 
that an appeal had been granted showed that it 
was intended to be exercised in favor of the ac- 
cused; not against him. He taunted Mr, Bal- 
four with breach of faithin granting the right 
of appeal, and then practically puttinga veto on 
it. 

Mr. Balfour appeuled tothe Speakerto declare 
Mr. Gladstone out of order. The Speaker, how- 
ever, ruled in Mr. Gladstone’s favor, and his 
decision was the signal for loud and long-con- 
tinued Irish cheers. 

Mr. Gladstone, continuing, said that it was a 
trick of the meanest kind, the discredit for 
which he would not divide between the Gov- 
ernment and the authorities in Ireland, 
for he did not know how to. divide 
it. [Opposition cheers and Conservative shouts. 
of *Oh!Ob!’1 He believed by this discussion 
that Mr. McCarthy bad struck the deathbiow at 
this probably legal, but outrageous, practice 
which nad been pursued in defiance of the prin- 
ciple of policy and precedent—a practice which 
was totally impossible in England and Scotland, 
but was thought good enough for Ireland as 
long as the people of England were disposed to 
tolerate it. : 

Attorney-General Webster indignatly repudi- 
ated Mr. Gladstene’s insinuations and charged 


Mr. Trevelyan, when Chief Secretary for Ire-- 


land, with allowing cumulative sentences. 
Ainid the derisive laughter of the Parnellites he 
warmly denied that the Government had 
interfered with the Irish magistracy, and he 
quoted from Mr. Balfour's eapeech at Birmingham 
to the same effect, There was a riinning fire of 
cheers and counter cheers while he complained 
of being impaled upon the horns ofa dilemma 
through Mr. Gladsone refraining from waking a 
siraigutforward charge that the Government 
was influencing the Irish courts, 

Mr. Gladstone admitted that if such cases had 
occurred under his Governwent the Opposition 
had no right to attack the present Government, 
but he believed that no such cases had oc- 
curred. 

Sir G. O. Trevelyan cothplained of the at- 
tacks that had been made upon himaelf ana Earl 
Spencer. He compared the large reduction in 
crime in Ireland under their government with 
the small reduction under the government of 
Mr. Balfour. They had imprisoned one mem- 
ber of Pariiament, while Balfour had imprisoned 
six. The Governinent had adduced only one in- 
stance of an increase of sentence under the Lib- 
erals. 

{n the Waterford County Court to-day the ap- 
peal case of Mr. Pyne, member of Parliament, 
who was sentenced at Clonmel to six weeks’ 
imprisonment for offenses under the Crimes act, 
the Judge declared that the convioton of Mr. 
Pyne was contrary to the law, and he would 
therefore quash the decision of the lower court. 

The Swansea Metal Exchange indignantly re- 
pudiates the statements recently made in New-

made of lead and tin in order to reduce ihe cost 
of manufacture. :

LUTHER R. MARSH TELLING 
HOW THEY CAME. 
EXPRESSING CONFIDENCE IN MME. DISS 

DEBAR AND EXPLAINING HIS BELIEF 
—EXPERTS AND THE PAINTINGS. 
The Court of Special Sessions, at the 
Tombs, was crewded yesterday as it was never 
crowded before. It was the third day of the 
examination into the charges against Mime. Diss 
Debar and her companions for conspiring to 
defraud Luther R. Marsh. Inthe audience were 
many avowed Spiritualists and as many avowed 
skeptics, while hundreds both of believers and 
unbellevers were turned away from the doors, 
Mine. Diss Debar was apparently a8 angry as 
any common mortal could be when she was 
brought into court, She had been subjected to 
a thorough searching by the matrons of the 
Tombs, because she had made some mysterious 
threats that the examination would not proceed 
yesterday, and her person was carefully ex- 
amined that such direful things as pistols, 
Knives, or poison should have no part in the 
proceedings. Her face was flushed and her eyes 
sparkled as she told her counsel of the indignity 


inflicted upon her royal person, and she did not 
feel happy again all day. 

Mr. Marsh was the firat witnesscalled, and his 

Qirect examination was continued by Mr. 
Howe. He had known Mme. Diss Debar for 
four years, and had gone to her because she 
wasamedium. She did not seek his acquaint- 
ance; it was just the contrary. Mr. Howe asked 
if Mr. Marsh knew that “Gen.” Diss Debar 
was not Mme. Diss Debar’s husband. Mr. 
Marsh was evidently wuch moved by this 
question, and he replied quickly that he always 
supposed them to be man and wife. Had he im- 
agined the case was otherwise he would not 
have permitted elther of them to remain in his 
bouse. He had believed Mme. Diss Debar when 
she had represented herseif as the daughter of 
King Ludwig I. of Bavaria and Lola Montez. 
» One after another the paintings in court were 
handed up to Mr. Marsh, who identified each 
and told how it “came.” In the intervals of 
bringing up the pictures, Mr. Marsh gazed ab- 
sently over the throng of people in the room. 
The wrinkles in his face seein to have become 
deeper since the trial began, and his features 
are somewhat pincbed and sharp. The first 
picture -shown was that of Lola Montez. It 
“came,” be said, on Feb. 8 last, on a blank piece 
of canvas placed on an easel in Mme. Liss De- 
bar’s room at his house. He was alone there 
with Mme. Diss Debar at the time. Shortiy 
after the painting came “Gen.” Diss Debar 
walked into the room and, seeing the picture, 
exclaimed: “My mother-in-law !” Otherpictures, 
Mr. Marsh said, came when he was holding the 
canvas over bis head, white others appeared 
suddenly on pieces of canvas placed on book 
shelves and over the backs of chairs. When the 
picture of Alvan Stewart was shown Mr. Marsh 
said he recognized it as that of the father of his 
late wife—a man of more genius than was pos- 
sessed by any other man he bad ever met; aman 
who, in 1835, went through the same kind of 
persecution for Abolitionism that he (Mr. Marsh) 
was subjected to-day for Spiritualism. A lady, 
whose name he at first refused to mention but 
whom he afterward admitted was Miss Helen 
Potter, the elocutionist, was pre-enut when the 
picture came, aud itappeared on a blank can- 
vas that had been thrown, unstretched and un- 
framed, over the aitter’s head. The next picture 
was that of Appius Claudius, whom the apirits 
allege, through Mme. Diss Debar, to have been 
Mr. Marsb’s ancestor, and who died and was 
buried in the tombs of the Cwsars 2,400 years 
ago. This picture, alleged to have been painted 
less thana month ago by Appelles, the Court 
painter of Macedon and Alexander the Great, 
bears the words “ Thy Ancestor.’’ These words, 
Mr. Marsh said, were on the picture when it 
eame, and he asked Mr. Howe if he could not de- 
tect @ resemblance between himself and Appius, 
Mr. Howe replied, **Ewphatically, no.” ‘Then, 
in an aside, he remarked that it did look some- 
thing like ** Fatty” Walsh. 

Mr. Marsh next stated that he noticed, after 
the pictures of Shakespeare and Adelaide Neil- 
son had been hung, that disintegration seemed 
to be taking place in them, the painton different 
parts of the faces seeming to disappear. He 
called Mme. Diss Debar to his study, and the 
medium gazed at them for atime, when shesud- 
denly exclaimed, * Restored!” He looked, and 
the pictures were perfect again. Mr. Howe 
asked: ** Did you ever see a picture ‘come’ when 
your eyes were — and fixed upon the can- 
vas?” to which Mr. Marsh replied with force, 
“ Yes, Sir,” at which the Spiritualists applauded 
earnestly. Here Mr. Howe gave up in despair, 
and Luwyer ‘townsend for the defense took up 
the examination. In reply to hia questions, Mr. 
Marsh stated that he was first taken to see Mme. 
Diss Debar by Jerewiah O’Sullivan. 

“Do you believe Mr. O’Sullivan to be perfect- 
ly sane?” asked Mr. Townsen‘, 

** Yes, Sir,’ replied Mr. Marsh. ‘ He was for- 
merly editor of the Democratic keview.” 

Mr. Marsh denied that any suggestion had 
come from Mme, Diss Debar that he should pre- 
sent her with a deed to his house. He made the 
deed voluntarily, and she did not know of hia 
intention until he presented her with the deed. 
He had intended to make his house a temple de- 
voted to truth and the services of God. Mme. 
Diss Debar had no otherinterest in the property 
than to maintain the condiuons of the 
dzed. His action was based upon a de- 
sire to do something for the _ benefit 
of the human race. He regarded Mine. 
Diss Debar as merely the high Priestess of the 
Templo. He had had no partin causing the 
arrest of the defendants, and did not know who 
his alleged good friends were who were sup- 
porting this prosecution. Prior to their arrest 
he was living happily and contented. He bad 
never noiiced anything improper in the con- 
duct of either Mme. Diss Debar or her husband. 
He never had heard that ‘ Gen.” Diss Debar 
was an artist, and did not now believe that he 
could paint anything. He was a civil engineer, 
he believed, and notan artist. He had never 
seen anys artist’s materials in his house. Here 
Mr. Townseud asked: 

“Do you believe yourself to be perfectly 
sane ?” 

“ As sane as I ever wasin my life,” Mr. Marsh 
replied. 

* You are anre that you are as sano as ever?” 

*T know I am.” 

“Do yon stull Delieve in Mme. Diss Debar’s 
powers as amedium in producing spirit plotures 
and messages?” asked Mr. ‘Townsend. 
ge ‘* L do.” was the emphatio reply. 

Mr. Boyd then asked Mr. Marsh ff he accepted 
the doctrine of Spiritualism as religious belief, 
and that gentleman replied at length, mving 
his views as to the Spiritual faith. He believea 
1n the doctrines of Swedenborg and had belleved 
in them for 80 years. Mme. Diss Debar had 
never endeavored to incuicate in his wind any 
doctrines otber than those of Swedenborg and 
the Bible. in both of which she was avery de- 
vout believer. 

Mrs. Jennie Kellogg, a widow Iiving in Brook- 
Iyn, an:t employed as a saleswoman In the store 
of S. Goldberg, dexler in artists’ supplies, 285 
Sixth-avenue, recognized both “Gen.” and Mme, 
Diss Debar as customers woo had purchased 
canvases of her. They were very particular not 
to have avy canvases with the firm’s name ou 
them delivered to them, and when any such 
were seut they were returned to the store as 
useless. Sigmund Goldberg, proprietor of the 
store, testified that * Gen.” Diss Debar had pur- 
chased paiuts aud other materials of him. The 
paints he bought were what are called * tube 
colors.” He purchased them quite frequentiy. 

Tho next witwess gave his name as Augustus 
Maurice Friedlander, bis profession that of a 
portrait painter, ant his address 1,512 Broad- 
way. He is, be said, ® member of the Acade- 
mies of Fine Arts in Vienna and Philadelplia 
He was shown all the spirit paintings in Mr. 
Marsh’s collection that had been brought into 
court, and he uubesitatingly pronounced each 
one a daub. On the cross-examination by Mr. 
Townsend the witneas became very vpervous. 
He admitied that he had once painted a por- 
trait of Mr. Marah which that gentleman had 
refused to accept. He was ordered to bring 
that painting into court at the next session. 
He aiso adwitted that he had owed Mr. Marsh 
$150 fortwo years, although in the meantime 
he had sold a picture, ‘“*A Modern Venus,” for 
$5,000. 

William Stone, another artist, said be was un- 
able to trace the work of any of the old masters 
tu Mr. Marsh’s spirit pictures, He was not able 
tosay whether the paint used was aucient or 
modern, and was excused. 

“Dr.” Lawrence and his son, Frank, were 
then called to ahow that their only counection 
with Mme. Diss Debar was for the purpose of 
exhibiting her pictures with a stereoptieon. 
“Dr.” Lawrence created # great deal of amuse- 
ment by expressing his belief that the pictures 
were painted with material paints and a spirit 
brush. The parole of these two defendants was 
continued, and they will probably be discharged 
at the uext session of the court, 

Before adjournment Mr. Howe announced that 
he had only one more witness to call. and with 
that one he would produce paintings in tbe open 
court just as Mme Diss Debur fa alleged to have 
done in Mr. Marsh's house. The court then ad- 
journed until 1 o'clock on Thursday.

JUMPING TO KSOAPE FIRE. 


ONE WOMAN KILLED AND TWO PER- 
SONS FATALLY INJURED. 


A fire broke out soon after 11 o’clock last 
night on the second fluorof the four-story and 
basement tenement house 158 East Twenty- 
eighth-street, and the flames spread so rapidly 
that the tenants of the floors above them and on 
which the fire originated became panic-stricken 
and endeavored to save themeelves by jnmping 
out of the rear windows. One womsn was dead 
when picked up, anda man anda woman were 
probably fatally injured. 

The first floor of the building is occupied asa 
laundry. The second floor is hired by Mra. Alice 
Green, a stout Englishwoman, who keeps a 
boarding house on the opposite side of the street. 
It is divided into five rooms, which were let out 
to lodgers. On the floor above lived Eugene 
Cook, a boss painter; his wife Ehzabeth, and a 
servant, Katie Mahoney. The fourth floor is oc- 
oupied by Mrs. Emily Waters and her family. 

What caused the fire could not be ascertained 
in the confusion and excitement, but it was first 
seen in the front portion of the second fluor. It 
was seen almost simultaneously by ‘persons 
passing the house and the station agent at the 
elevated station at Twenty - elzhth- street 
and Third-aveuue. The lodgera on the 
secona floor, many of whom had 
not yet retired, had no difficulty in making their 
escape from the building. As far as could be 
discovered no effort was made _by them: to 
Touse the tenants of the upper floors 
above. Cook and his wife and the sarv- 
ant, Katie Mahoney, were evidently aroused 
from their sleep by the smoke, which quickly 
tilled their rooms. They endeavored to make 
their escape duwn the stairs, but were met by a 
volume of flame and smoke rushing up the 
staircase from the floor below them, and were 
driven back. 

Bewildered and panicstricken, they made 
their way to the rear windows overlooking 
the yard. No help could reach them 
there, and they jumped out. Mrs. Cook 
jumped iirst, and was quickly followed 
by her husband and the servant. Mrs. Cook fell 
head foremost on the paved courtyard in the 
rear of the house, and was almvust instantly 
killed. Cook in his fall received injuries which 
will doubdtiess prove fatal. The servant received 
& fracture in her right leg and internal injuries. 

When the hook and ladder truck drew up in- 
front of the building a woman was scen hauging 
out of one of the fourth-story windows. Lad- 
ders were quickly raised,and Capt. Nugent has- 
tened up the long ladder to the woman's agsist- 
ance. The crowd below shouted encouraging 
words to her, and she held on bravely unt:1 Capt. 
Nugeast reached and carried her down tle ladder 
uninjured. Sne was Mrs. Emily Waters, who 
occupied the fourth floorof the tenement. Cook 
and tbe servant girl, Katie, were taken to Belle- 
vue Hospital. The firemen were not long in ex- 
tinguishing the fire. The damage to the build- 
ing aud its contents will not exceed $1,500.

ZEB UNION PaciFiICs ANNUAL 
-  . ~ REPORT. 

THR NET. EARNINGS OF THE SYSTEM 
SHOW 4A LARGE INCREASE—COM- 
MENTS ON THE INVESTIGATION. 


The annual meeting of the Union:-Pacific 
Railway is held in Boston to-day, at which the 
report of the company’s business for 1887 will 
be submitted by President Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr. The report makes a bulky volume 
of 131 pages; every detail of the company’s 
affairs of interest to the security holders is given 
amply. It covers the general report of the 
Directora, the report of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company proper, and of the Unton Pacific 


system and of each individual company compris- 
ing the system. 


The wileage of the Union Pacific proper is 
Practically unchanged, being 1,824 miles against 
1,432 in 1886. Gross earnings have increased 
from $17,806,132 to $19,546,088, while oper- 
ating expenses rose only from $10,283,425 to 
$10,434,202, leaving net earnings for 1887 $9,- 
111.886 against $7,522,707 for 1886. The per 
centage of operating expenses was but 53.38 
per cent. in 1887, while in 1886 it was 57.75. 
On the entire system, embracing all auxiliary 
lines, the gross earnings increased from $26,- 
280,186 to $28,557,765, while operating ex- 


enses increazed but slightly, leaving net earn- 
ngs of $10,890,033 aguiust $8,867,972 in 1886. 
Included in the entire system are 4,622.81 miles 
of road against 4,509.20 in 1886. The percent- 
axe Operating expenses to income on the system 
wus 61.87, while in 1886 1t was 66.26. These 
are the best fixures -e < since 1883. 
_ There ig much that is encouraging in the re- 
rt, but this sentence accompanying the tabu- 
ated stutement of earnings and expenses is par- 
ticularly inspiriting: ‘It uppeura that the 
Dalance applicable to dividends on Dec. 31, 
1887, was $3,169,729 16, or 5.20 per cent. upon 
the vapital stuck of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company.” The report, “inorder to reach @ 
correct basis of comparison between the finan- 
cial resuits of ‘the éntire system.for the two 
years 1886 2nd 1887,” deducts from the 1886 
income the procecds of the sales of the Kansas 
Pacitic land graut.: This deduction being wade, 
the income of the entire system in 1887 was 
$2,577,861. 99, or $591,867 17 less than the in- 
come of 1887. - 
‘kbe report shower decreases of consequence in 
the compuny’s funded and fluating debt. At the 
end of 1886 the funded debt aggregated $148,- 
870,393 und the floating debt was $1,351,190, @ 
‘total of $147,519,203. at the end of 1887 the 
. funded debt was $147,590.911 and the fluating 
, debt was $401,689,a totarof $147,189,222, Since 

1884 the funded debt has béen decreased $955,- 
;o49 and the floating debt has been cut down 
3%7,301,.867, a total decrease in the debt of 
88,257,416. Meantime:the mileage bas increased 
351 wiles, making a decrease per mile in the 
‘company’s debt of $4,320. 

The report refers to the recent Congressional in- 
quiry luto the affairs of the Pacitic Railroads, and 
points out that the officers of the Union Pacitic 
‘Company were not consulted by the vommission 
“us to a feasible echeme for readjusting the com- 
-pany’s relations with the Government. All the 

-docuwents in the case, the testimony taken by 
the Commissioner, the report to the President, 

_ the wajority and minority reports, were finally 
eubmitted to Congress, says the report, accom- 
panied by a message froin President Cleveland, 
aud were referred to committees of the House 
and Senate; and it is added: 


“Then, and not until then, was an opportunity 
efforded the officers of your company to express 
their views upun 8 measure of vital consequence to 

_your interests. or to attempt in any respect to modl- 
ity it. This fact is of importance, as it has frequent- 
“ly been alleged that the measure prepared Ly the 
_ comamission was in fact the measure outlined and 
advocated by the representatives of the company. 
tuch was not the case. The measure reported -: d 
the Commissioners was wholly the result of their 
_own labors and investigatious. Indeed, had the off- 
cers of the company been permitted a hearing in the 
matter, 23 is customary Where private parties alone 
are involved, the measure recommended would not im- 

_ probably have been of a auiteditferentcharacter. As 
the result of discussions before the House committee, 
it undel went some modification, and tinally was re- 
orted on March 7, as the so-called ‘*Outhwaite 

ill,” and is now pending before the House of Rep- 
resentatives. This measure is the Government’s 
own scheme of settlement, wholly irrespective of 
any action of the company or its representatives. 
As such, itis hoped that some final action upon it 
will be had during the present Congress.” 


An interesting fact brought out in the report 
is that under the provisions of the inter-State 
commerce law the “free passenger travel,” ex- 


clusive of employes, hss been cut down 45 per 
cent. 


STRIKING BACK AT GOULD. 
SECURITY HOLDERS OF THE MISSOURI, 
KANSAS AND TEXAS HEARD FROM. 


W. L. Brill, W. Mertens, W. E. Strong, 
TI. de Neufville, and E. V. Martinson, a commit- 
tee of the dissatisfied security holders of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway, issued a 
formal reply yesterday to the recent letter 
in which Jay Gould cast imputations upon the 
property. that the security holders are trying to 
protect. During the past two years, under 
Gould management, the first mortgage bonds 
of the company have fallen from 116 to 90, the 


consolidated 6 percent. mortgages have gone 
dowu from 87 to 51, and the stock bas dropped 
Trom 89 to 11, and, in view of these facts, say 
the committee, ‘it is not unpatural that the 
security hulders of the company should feel 
suine ruisgiviugs as to the safety of the interests 
which are wholly intrusted, not only as to the 
yhysical possessiou of the property, but alsu 
astothe direction of the financial affairs of the 
company, to the officers appointed by a prepon- 
erating Interest in the stock and bonus of a 
lessee compauy’’—the Missouri Pacific. 

Mr. Gould's recent letter accused the income 
bondhokiers, under the leadership of E. Ellery 
Anderson, of “driving the company to the wall.” 
The committee pointout that the biezest holder 
pf income bonds is Mr. Gould's side partner, 
Russell Sage. The committeo directs attention 
to the fact that since the Missouri Pacitic got 
contro] of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
property over 600 miles-of new road have 
Secon built and charged against it, represented 
by- an issue of $18,000,000 in bunds and 
625,000,0000 10. Stock, and, says the commit- 
tee: “fhe Missouri, Kansas and Texas Com-

Gould. sees fit to represent it, in. the face 

pf the circulars which have been. issued by the 

management from time to time when these

The act of Mr. Gould in singling out the names 
and giving the holdings of various atockhulders 
who have entered upon the campaign to oust 
him from control provokes this report from the 
committee:

WHAT THE RECONSTRUCTED CRI0OX- 
SQUARE WILL BE LIKE. 
John E. Terhune, architect, in connection 
With Leopold Eidlite, consulting architect, yes- 
terday receivea from Superintendent of Build- 
ings D’Oench permission to commence the work 
of construction of the new Union-Square The- 
atre. The theatre will have a clear frontage on 
Fourteenth-street of 68 feet, an increase of 33 
feet over the old structure. The depth of the 
building will remain the same as before, 144 
feet. The wallon the west side, next to and 
separating the theatre from the Morton 


House, will be entirely new, from the basement 
up, and will rise 53 feet from theourb. It will 
maintain a thickness of 28,24. and 20 Inches. 
On the east side the main wal! will be of similar 
construction. The proscenium wail will be in 
Btrict accord with the law, aud will separate the 
stage and anditurium roofs by a rise of four 
feet. The stage will be constructed to meet 
every requirement of law, and the facilities for 
controlling a tire will be the best that money 
and talent can procure. Tbe partition wall se 
arating the auditorium from the vestibule will 
be absolutely fire-proof. From orchestra to gal- 
lery the interior will-be entirely new. 

Special attention has been given to the matter 
of exits, of which there will be 21, taking up a 
space altogether of 147 feet. 

All the interior decorations—ourtains, hang- 
ings, carpeta. and chaira—will be of new design. 
The seating capacity will be 1,078—distributed 
to the orchestra floor and boxes, 459; balcony, 
269, and gallery, 350. The coat of the theatre 
will be largely in excess of the insurance money 
,obtained by the Palmer estate. Particular at- 
tention will be paid to the beating and ventiia- 
tion of the new theatre on the moat scientitic 
principles. The Palmer estate has given Mr. J. 
M, Hill a new lease of the theatre for eight vears 
and has agreed to deliver the property ready for 
ocoupancy by Aug. 15.

FAVORING RAPID IRANSI1. 


RESULT OF THE REAL ESTATE EXCHANGE 
COMMITTEE'S HEARINGS. 


After many meetings and hearings the 
Rapid Transit Committee of the Real Estate 
Exehange yesterday made ita report. The com- 
mittee says that its sessions have been attended 
by George W. Van Siclen, G. 8. Lespinasse, Will- 
iam C. Orr, George De Forest Barton, Clifford 
Coddington, Frank R. Houghton, and ©. A. An- 
drews, who have listened to the representatives 
of the cable road, the arcade railway, the New- 
York District Railroad, the Metropolitan Transit 


Railroad, the New-York Underground Railway, 
Mr. Church, representing Mayor Hewitt’s plan, 
and to O. B. Potter, Heman Clark, and A. P. 
Man. Ithas arrived at the following couclusions: 


“That rapid transit in this city requires four 
tracks—two for express trains aud two for frequent 
stops. 

“Thatitis not wise fer the city to build a road 
and to give control to a private corporation. 

“ That it is not wise to build an underground road 
with open cuts. 

* That all rapid transit railroads hereafter built 
shall be required not to use steam, but should use 
cable or electricity or some other motor which 
avoids dirt and noise. 

” That existing surface roads should be allowed to 
use cable traction or electric motor, 

“That ample security agaiust damage should be 
Tequired of uny underground road that may here- 
after be bullt, to the amount of at least $5,000,000, 
for the protection of property owners, and addition- 
ai for the protection of the city, and that any such 
road should be required to build on both sides of the 
city to Harlem River. 

“That the most comprehensive local transit plan 
presented, covering from Yonkers to the Battery, 
xiving Many cross-town connections, including the 
transverse roads across Central Park, is the New- 
York cavle road, which provides means of transil 
from any one part of the city to any vther part for 
one fare. 

“That the State Legislature ought, by proper leg- 
—* to enable the cable road to carry out its 

an. 

“Thatin view of the difficulties and objection 
brought before us, your committee are unable to re- 


port in favor of any of the other plans proposed.’ 


This report was signed by G. W. Van Siclen, 
Chairmen; Frank R. Houghton, G. 8. Lespinasae, 
and Constant A. Andrews, a majority of the 
committee. The three other members signed a 
minority report favoring both the cable road 
and Mr. Hazard’s district railroad scheme. The 
signers of this stated that the whole committee 
had originally decided to report their war, but 
that after the second hearing granted the 
arcade the majority changed ite mind. Both re- 
ports were referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. a 

Frederick D. Blake and Charles Waterman, 
composing the firm of F. D. Blake & Co., woolen 
commission merchants at 43 Leonard-street, made 
an assignment yesterday to James H. Thorp, giving 
preferences to W. H. Rainey of Kinderhook, N. Y., 
and Mra. Sarah F. Blakoof Yonkers, the amounts 
not being mentioned. Mr. Blake is well known in 
the business, having been a partner many years in 
the firm of C.H.& F.D. Blake, who dissolved in 
July, 1883, and in January, 1884, he formed the 
present firm with a capital of $140,000, he 
contributing, it is said, $100,000, and Mr. Water- 
man $40,000. They were regarded in the 
trade as a close, conservative firm.

SITTING IN. BLACK GOWNS 
OWNER OF THE OOURT OF 
APPEALS OPINIONS. * 


‘SHAPE IN WHICH THE DECISIONS ARE 


HANDED DOWN—STORIES CONNECTED 
WITH SOME GIVEN YESTERDAY. 


Yesterday’s labors of the Court of Appeals 
were witnessed by an assemblage of people who 
filled every part of the General Term court 
room, The spectacle of gowned Judges was 
enough of a novelty in this city to attract many, 
evidently from curiosity. Such of the spectators 
kept coming and going, a stay of a fow minutes 
evidently being all that was sought or desired. 

Tuesday being decision day, the first business 
of the day was awaited with much interest. It 
amounted to aboutas littie in performance as 
can be conceived, consisting mereiy of the de- 
livery by the Chief-Justice to the Clerk of a 
bunch of note-papef slips pinned together with 
@ dommon fastener. Each alip contained a 
memorandum of the title of acase and Its dis- 
position. One of the slips read as follows: 
**Farmers’ Loan and Trust Co. as Trustees, ap- 
pellant; Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Co., 
respondent. Same va. same.” The above was 
written within a brace. Outside of the brace 


were these words: ‘Both appeals dismissed 
with cost of each appeal.” This was one of the 
longest of the memoranda. The bunch of slips 
lay all day on the Clerk’s desk. Those wo 
awalted decisions had to go there to zet them, 
and what the most favored got was only an op- 
portunity to glance over the slips. Meanwhile 
the court went on hearing new cases. Sume of 
the lawyers asked for the opinions accompany- 
ing the decisiuns. The Clerk viewed such appli- 
cauts with benign pity. 

“If you want the opinions you must send to 
Albany.” he said. 

**To who ?”’ 

“To D. E. Sickles, the court reporter,” the 
Clerk replied in atone vf surprise at the igno- 
rance of the questioner. ‘‘He has the opinions 
and the briefs—and everything.” 

Old stagers did not need to ask such ques- 
tions. They knew the court ropes. Many who 
did ask learned for the first time that limita- 
tions are put even on the property rights of the 
Judges of the Courtof Appeals in regard to the 
products of their own labor. According to 
usage the Judges own their opinions onty so 
long as they keep them to themselves. From 
the hour that these opinions are furmulated tne 
Judges part ownership with them, and they 
become the property and enter tbe rightful pos- 
session of the reporter of the court. Parties 
to a case who want to know the 
ground on which their appeal is decided, 
in advance of publication ‘in the New-York Re- 
ports, nustapply to the reporter. That is part 
of bis bread and butter. This. practice has de- 
scended from the ancient time when the higher 
courts rendered decisions without giving the 
reason therefor. ‘here is nothing in the consti- 
tution or obligations of a high court to compel 
an explanativen of adevisieon. What has been 
done in that respect grew out of deference tothe: 
wishes of the profession and in tke ‘infvrest of 
settled legal principles. To this day opinions 
are no part of the official record of a high court, 
decisions only being entered upon the winutee. 
All else proceeds from the court reporter, who 
gets his livelihood from preserving and arrang- 
ing legal history in salable form. 

Yesterday’s decision dismissing the appeals of 
the Farmers’ Luan and Trust Company leaves 
the persons for whom that institution acted in 
this case something over $350,000 outof pocket. 
The trust company, as Trustees, loaned tothe 
Bankers aud Merchants’ Telegraph Companys 
$300,000 on a divisional mortgage. When the 
telegraph company failed to pay a foreclosure 
suit was brought on which the trust company 
secured a judgment, covering interest and costs, 
for $350,000. Turner, Lee & McClure were 
terse attorneys, and Col, Ingersoll and 

obert H. Griffin appeared fur the defendants. 
An —— was taken from this judgment and 
the General Term set the juigment aside on the 
ground, as claimed by the defendants, that the 
terms of the mortgage expressly proviied that, 
in case of default in payment, the mortgagee 
should take possession of the peepee and oc- 
cupy und operate ituntil it could be sold. It 
was contended and held that this stipulation 
prevented an ordering foreclosure proceeding, 
such as that upon which judgment had been 
ordered. 

After thia reversal the trust oompany de- 
manded possession of the division of the tele- 
graph lines on whick, as Trustees, It bad loaned 
the money. By this time the division had been 
sold to the United Lines Telegraph Company, 
and that institution refused to deliver the prop- 
erty. Nocourt would grant an order directing 
such delivery. At last the trust company ob- 
tained from Judge Barrett leave to putina 
supplemeutal complaint, setting forth the de- 
mands for the surrender of tne property. The 
defendants thereupon went to the General Terin 
with the contention that the trust company 
could not get relief in this way by set- 
ting forth facts that had occurred sub- 
sequent to the original § action. Then 
the General Term reversed Judge Ear- 
rett’s order. Notice of uappeal to Albany 
was given by the trust company on this re- 
versal, Attho same time the trust company 
contended hefore the General Term that the ap- 
— of the defendants to that body should ba 

ismisséd because the right of appeal had veen 
waived by the defendants when they answered 
the supplemental complaint. The General Term 
not agreeing with this contention, notice of a 
second appeal was given by the trust company. 
Except that the telegraph company’s position 
has been sustained in both instances, leaving 
the trust compauy out the amount of the mort- 
gage with interést and costs, the opinion of the 
Court of Appeals must be left to inference from 
the above recital. Interest on the mortgave 
has been running since Jan. 1,1885. Nuchance 
of recovery is left to the trust company except 
through a pew action.

BROOKLYN'S NEW ROAD OPENED. 

At 5 o’clock yesterday morning the Kings 
County Elevated Railroad, on Fulton-street, 
Brooklyn, was thrown open to the public and 
the first train was drawn out of the station at 
Nostrand-avenue. Engineer D. Clark held the 
throttle of Engine No. 22, and in 23 minutes he 
drew up atthe Brooklyn Bridge station. The 
first throughtrain reached Fulton Ferry atabout 


6:25. Thetrip back tothe bridge was difficult 
on account of the steep incline. and two engines 
were found to be Decessary. During the early 
morning hours trains were run on6 winutes’ 
heudway tothe bridge and 12 minutes to the 
ferry. Thia schedule esmade the trains on the 
main road follow one another with great fre- 
quency. During the day two-car trains were 
rub, butat 4 o'clock P. M. the number of cara 
was increased to four. 

The offect of the new road on the receipts of 
the surface rvads Was apparent, even to a casual 
observer. Fultoun-street was never vefvre 
known to get through ‘a day without a block. 
The surface companies did not operate as many 
cars as usual, and even they were not crowded. 
A seat was always to be found, and the pae- 
sengers who did patronize the street cars 
found themselve3 comparatively comfortable 
At nightfall the elevated road had carried 
40,000 passengers, and General Manager Guun- 
die estimated that 10,000 more would be carried 
before the last train left the ferry at 12:20 this 
moruing,

THE BREWERS REMAIN FIRM. 

The locked-out journeymen brewers have 
a few saloon keepers on their side, and through 
them yesterday they attempted to make an im- 
pression on the bosses, but the effort failed. The 
meeting of the saloon keepers was held during 
the afternoon at Webster Hall, on East Eleventh- 
street. There were some 500 persons in the 
hall, but they were not all saloon men, for many 
barkeepers were present and a numberof the 
lucked-out brewers. L. Heinback was chosen 


to preside over the meeting. Louis Herbrandt 
and Samuel Gompers made speeches in regard 
to the lock-out and the troubles of the wen. 
Resolutions ‘were then adopted requesting the 
State Board of Mediation and Arbitration to 
make & speedy yet thorough investigation into 
the troubles of the brewers with a view to their 
prompt and satisfactory settlement according 
to the law and equities of the situation. 1t was 
also resolved tuat the meeting counsel con- 
cessions by both parties to the lock-out, and in 
conclusion determined upon the following: 


Resolved, Thatif allour well-meant efforts, made 
in _ faith, to bring about a better understanding 
and resumption of work ant trade fails, we do here- 
by solemnly pledge ourselves to stop entirely the 
sxule of pool beer in our respective places of busi- 
ness, even —— it may lead to the cumplete stup- 
page of our trade untilsuch time as the brewers 
may see fit to listen tothe reasonable demands of 
their journey men. 

A committee of 24 was appointed to carry 
these resvlutions to the boss brewers and lay the 
saloon keepers views before them. The commit- 
tee went up immediately to Irving-place and 
had a long conference. [t did not settle tue 
trouble. They were told by the Labor Commit- 
the of the Brewers’ Association that there was 
no possibility of securing any: change by the 
Brewers’ .Association from the position they 
had taken, and thatat a meeting~a few heurs 
previous they had unanimously ded to hold 
to that position. :
